New York, Dec, 6.—[{Special.]—One of the 
most remarkable confessions ever made is 
that of George E. Davis, the dynamiter on 
whose evidence the federal grand jury at 
Indianapolis: has just found indictments in 
numerous cases in which officers and mem-

ants. Davis and Harry Jones are among the 
new men indicted, in addition to the many 
connected with the union_already convicted 
on previous charges. 

* Davis gives dates and places of dynamite 
outrages. He relates in detail how he was 
hired to blow up bridges, viaducts, and 
other structures erected by nonunion labor. 

The confession is a document of extraordi- 
nary interest. It shows hoOw small the re- 
ward was that Davis received for the de- 
struction he caused. In one case he got $30 
for a dynamite outrage, in another only $10. 

The confession shows the peril to which 
hundreds of persons were subjected by the 
conspirators. Davis carried the dynamite 
in suitcases through cities, traveled in rail- 
road trains and steamships with it, deposit- 
ed it here and there in saloons over night 
as if it were the most harmless substance 
in the world. Yet he handled quantities 
sufficient to cause great loss of life and de- 
struction of property if accident had caused 
an explosion. 

McManigal of East. 

The confession shows how Davis did his 
work. and his relations with the officers of 
the Ironworkers’ union. In brief, Davis was 
to the east what Ortie McManigal was to 
the west. He wastrailed by Robert J. Foster, 
a Louisville detective employed by the Na- 
tional Erectors’ association, to find the man 


} who had been doing the-dynamiting in the 


east. Davis was finally induced to talk be- 
cause he thought he had been ill treated by 
the union, which threw him over after the 


- arrest of Frank C. Webb in February, 1912. 


He made his confession in New York. 

Davis is 34 years old, is strongly built, and 
has a pleasant smile when he talks, 

Davis joined the Ironworkers’ union about 
1900 at Denver, Colo. It was while he was 
employed on the Knickerbocker’ building in 
Fifth avenue, New York, in 1905, that he first 
met Jones, now secretary of the Inter-

The second member of the “‘ skyscraper 
gang’ was placed under arrest last night. 
The police say he is Russell Thompson, a 
taxi driver. He was taken from 3335 West 
Flournoy street. The police got the tip from 
a slip of paper in one of three safety deposit 
boxes which they drilled in the Masonic 
Temple basement. 

The police theory ts that Melville <A. 
and 
Thompson are responsible for 100 or more 
robberies in loop skyscrapers during the last 
two years. The robberies were reported to 
the police at the time they were made, but 
news of them usually was kept from the 
papers. 


Police Estimates Vary. 

Now the police have the men they do not 
hesitate about making public the robberies, 
One officer said they had hooked ‘ $3,000,000 
in thefts “ on the gang. Another said it was 
probably $500,000. Larkin and Halpin satd 
they couldn’t guess, but they certainly had 
found a mass of interesting stuff. 

“They certainly stole everything that 


looked like ready cash,"’ said one of the 


officers. ‘‘ They got enoughéto pay the an- 
nual salaries of a couple of bank presidents 
—else how could Reeves maintain a down- 
town office, two automobiles, a north shore 
flat, and a wine appetite?

New York, Dec. 6.—[{Special.]—Petitions in 
bankruptcy were filed today against eight 
firms in New York City that depend on cold 
weather for their fall business. In the case 
of three furriers who filed petitions the mild 
weather of the last few weeks was ascribed 
as a direct cause of the failures. Two of 
the other firms were dealers in ostrich feath- 
ers. one wollen jobber, one underwear com- 
pany, and on dealer in women's wear. 

Waltzer & Brosow, furriers, 31 West Twen- 
ty-sixth street, havesdiabilities of $30,000 and 
assets of $5,000. They have been in business 
thirteen years. 

Walzer & Walzer, furriers, 45 West Twen- 
ty-eighth street, report liabilities of $3,000 
and assets of $1,500. The firm was formed 
Feb. 1, 1908. 

Waxman & Memis, furriers, 36 Bast Mighth 
street, were put in bankruptcy by David 
Hoar, a creditor for $500 on an assigned 
claim. They began business Jan. 1, 1912. 

Petitions in bankruptcy also were filed 
against L. W.:Marks, a corporation, manu- 
facturers of ostrich feathers at 56 West 
Thirty-ninth street, and against the Jubet 
Stores company of 56 West Thirty-ninth 
street, with retail stores in Philadelphia and 
Washington, which is controlled by L. W.

New York Financier Makes 
Speech, Then Falls Into 
Arms of C. G. Dawes. 


GUESTS IN CONFUSION. 


Otto H. Kahn. head of the big New York 
financial house of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and 
chairman of the executive committee of the 
Metropolitan Grand Opera company of New 
York, fainted last night just as he finished 
an address to the leading spirits of the Chi- 
cago Grand Opera company.

His collapse was attributed to the heat of 
the banquet hall in the Blackstone hotel, 
where the 300 diners, guests of John C, Shaf- 
fer, were assembled. He was assisted from 
the room by physicians and revived.in a few 
minutes. Then he insisted on going back to 
the dinner and was greeted with cheers. 


Praises Chicago Artistic Spirit. 

At the table were men and women promi- 
nent in the financing of the Chicago Grand 
Opera company anti the chief artists, with 
Mr. Kahn as the principal guest, owing to 
his services in getting the Chicago musical 
venture under way. His speech was a high 
tribute to the artistic spirit of Chicago. 

‘* You have accomplished something which 
no one in the east expected,’’ he said. ‘* You 
have made a remarkable record in making 
grand opera ‘ pay ’ in the second year. 

‘‘T am positive that in doing this Chicago 
has added to her laurels... Her part in com- 
merce and industry has long been assured, 
but the east must now admire her for the 
mighty, progress she makes in art. Your 
opera is going to. build up ideals. You will 
find it ‘pays’ in- every way.

He said he formerly wasa resident.of 
the Twentieth ward, but didn’t vote at the 
election, although he was around the polling 
place. 

“Then you certainly are! not guilty of any 
iregularities or fraud growing out of the elec- 
tion,”’ said Berger.

Patient at Dunning Hourly 
Counts Imitation Money 
Bearing Fakers’ ‘Ad.’

PHYSICAL FORM PERFECT. 


Victim Loses Mind When Told He 
Has Dread Disease and Lacks 
Cash for Cure. 


In a padded cell at Dunning'a young man 
sits on a bench counting a roll of imitation 
confederate money. He mutters and mumbles 
incoherently as he counts the bille over and 
over. : 

The bills are an advertisement for the De 
Leon Medical clinic, operated by a band of 
quacks at 738 West Madison street. The 
man is a victim of this quack clique. He is 
hopelessly insane. He is John Nicpon, a 
member of the Illinois national guard. When 
examined at the Detention hospital several 
days ago'by Dr. H. I. Davis, county physician, 
Nicpon was found to be in perfect physical 
condition, but his mind was gone. 

_ When searched the roll of bills, containing 
the advertisement of the fake medical! clinic, 
was found in his pocket. He refused to part 
with the “money.” He believes he is suffer- 
ing from an incurable disease. 


Story of His Ruin. 

The story of his ruin was drawn from him 
by Dr. Davis. Six months ago he saw the 
advertisement of Dr. De Leon, alias Mar- 
quardt,.alias Greene, alias Meyer, on the 
back of a roll of imitation bills. He visited 
the “clinic” at 7388 West Madison street. 
One of the fake ‘‘doctors’’ made an al- 
leged examination Nicpon was.told he had 
syphillis. He parted with what money he 
had. 

He went back to the heartless quacks for 
many more visits and each time he parted 
with money. When he had no. more money 
the quacks dropped him. He feared he was 
going todie. He lost his mind. 

Nicpon is 22 years old. Dr. Davis says the 
man has no chance of recovery. 

‘He is laboring under the delusion that 


continue treatment with the De Leon in- 
stitute,”” Dr. Davis said. ‘‘ This man was no 
doubt driven insane by these doctors, who 
told him he was going to die unless he got 
more money. . 

*“‘He was under the impression that if he 
had gone sooner to these doctors they would 
have cured him. He thinks his case is too 
far gone to be cured. He believes those fake 
bills with the De Leon advertisement are 
real money. He is saving them, he said, until 
he gets enough to continue treatment. 

“I wouldn't surprised to learn that Dun- 
ning has many patients who were driven 
insane by quack doctors. I guess ingane 
asylums all over the country are filled witb 
victims of the quacks ead fakers."’ 


Notorious Quack Shop. 

The De Leon medical clinic is one of the 
most notorious in the country. Its owners 
operate along similar lines to other quacks 
who have been exposed by THE TRIBUNE. 
They advertise in various ways. They whip 
the mind of the patient into horror and make 
him part with his money. Then they turn 
him away—insane. 

The head of thie band of quacks is sup- 
posed to be a Dr. De Leon. Several days 
ako two TRIBUN® reporters visited the office 
of the De Leon “ medical clinic *’ at 738 West 
Madison street. They walked into the office 
bearing the name of O. H. Marquardt. Mar- 
quardt is supposed to be one of the “ doc- 
tors.” Marquardt is a heavy set man with 
black quack whiskers. 

When the reporters walked in they asked 
for Dr. De Leon. A bewhiskered man who 
had his feet on the desk and was talking 
with another “doctor’’ who .had blonde 
whiskers said:

That if a physician, having diagnosed the 
case of a minor child to his satisfactioh, fails 
to inform the chill’s parents of the true na- 
ture of its disease, he cannot recover for 
his services, was the decision yesterday of 
Judge Fisher in the Municipal court. The 
case was that of Dr. Merritt O. Hoover of 
1536 West Grand avenue, who was suing Mrs.

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MISS PHOEBE COUZINS DEAD 


Pioneer Woman Lawyer Suc- 
cumbs in Poverty in St. Louis. 


WAS ENEMY OF SUFFRAGE. 


Latter Years Spent in Fighting Cause 


She Once Supported. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 6-—Miss Phebe 


-Couzins, who was the first woman lawyer, 


the first woman United States marshal, and 
a pioneer suffragist, who in later years 
turned against suffrage, died here today in 


‘abject poverty. She was 73 years old. 


Miss Couzins came back to her old home 
from Washington, D. C., several months ago 
to press her claim for $100,000, which she de- 
clared certain brewers owed her for making 
anti-prohibition speeches. The claims were 
denied, and she was forced to poorer and 
poorer quarters. For the last several weeks 
she had been. wh i in squalid rooms in a 


Born of Prominent Family. — 

Miss Couzins was born in St. Louis. Her 
father was wealthy: and prominent in poli- 
tics and the family moved in the best so- 
ciety. Soon after the civil war Miss Couzins 
completed her education at Washington uni- 
versity, and soon afterward was admitted 
to the bar. 

Miss Couzins for many years was one of the 
leading advocates of equal: suffrage in the 
United States. For nearly half a century 
she lectured and acted as counsel for the 
women who were seeking the ballot. Then 
she turned completely around in her views 
and became one of the strongest opponents 
of the cause. 

From that time Miss Couzins was constant- 
ly in the fight to prevent women from ob- 
taining the ballot, for which she asserted 
they were neither morally nor mentally 
fitted. Some of her biggest fights were con- 
ducted in Illinois, | 


Turns to Liquor Interests. 

At almost the same time. at which she de- 
serted the suffrage causé Miss Couzins 
turned from the temperance fight to become 
an advocate of the ‘‘liberals.”” One of her 
big contests in this battle was the fight 
which she led against the Sunday “lid cé 
clamped ‘on St. Louis by former Gen: Joseph 
Folk.

HEALTH WORK 


Commissioner Young Says 
More Money and More Em- 
ployes Are Needed. 


DEATH EXCESS IS 17,000. 


Preventable Disease Takes Large 
Number Annually in Chi- 
eago, Official Says.

Health Commissioner George B. Young yes- 
terday made a forma! appeal! to the citizens 
and public officials of Chicago for approx- 
imately $1,100,000 required to carry on and 
expand the work of the department of health 
during 1914. | 

Practically the entire weekly bulletin is 
devoted to facts and figures showing that 
Chicago has fallen behind other American 
cities in. health safeguarding, that more 
money ahd more employés are needed imme- 
diately, and that there is at present but a 
lax enforcenient of many of the health or- 
dinances, 

Dr. Young points out that, although about 
$66,375,000 a year is spent by the city in run- 
ning its affairs, only 1% cents out of each 
dollar is allotted for health protection. In 
consequence, Dr: Young states, 17,000 Chi- 
cagoans'die each year from preventable dis- 
eases—"' equal to a Titanic disaster, in point 
of lives lost, almost every month.”’ 


Preventable Deaths 17,000 Yearly. 

Dr. Young’s appeal is in part: 

“It is high time for Chicago to wake up 
and take steps to regain its lost prestige, 
which counts far more in a commercial sense 
than most thinking men realize, Each year

“ The department of health is charged with 
the responsibility of safeguarding the health 
of the community. It is the department of 
war for extermination of our common enemy 
—preventable diseases. You have equipped 
the department with excellent weapons to 


~carry on the fight, but you have not seen toit 


that sufficient men or ammunition have been 
supplied. Consequently, we are losing 


ground, Good ordinances without sufficient 


men and means to enforce them avail little. 


Problem of Coming Year. 

‘* The time is now at hand for determining 
whether Chicago shall strengthen the hands 
of its health department for the coming year. 
The department has submitted a most con- 
servative estimate of the amount of money 
and the number of men and women it needs 
for a more proper prosecution of the impor- 
tant duties with which it is charged. 

“The department would like to see the 


| pudget passed as presented. This would 


bring Chicago’s appropriation for health con- 
servation up to 47 cents per capita, or only 
$1.88 cents for an averagé family for the year. 
This is still much below the per capa ap- 
propriations of New York, Boston, and of a 
number of smaller American cities. 

“If you think that it is worth 47 cents a 
year to secure the health protection that an 
efficiently equipped health department can 
give why not interest yourself in seeing that 
this much of your tax money goes for that 
purpose? Your alderman is a reasonable 
man and you will find him interesting him- 
self in those things which he finds his con- 
stituents interesting themselves in. Let him 
know that you are especially solicitous about 
securing cleaner foods, purer milk, greater 
protection against contagious diseases, more 
sanitary work places, dwellings, and general 
surroundings.

TWO WARS. HOLD PROOF. | 


Americans in 1847 and French 
in 1863 Aided by Internal 
. Dissensions.

Twice in the history of Mexico have 
foreign armies occupied her capital and 
other parts of the country. The Amer- 
icans did so in 1847 and the French in_ 
1863. What the Mexicans did under these 
circumstances will serve to give some idea 
of what would prohably happen should the 


United States be forced to intervene. 


From’ the ratificatién in March, 1845, 
by the United States congress of the treaty 


_sdmitting Texas as a state of the union 


the Mexican government was. preparing 
States. The 
Mexicans were both eager for and en- 
thusiastic about this war At this time 
affairs in Mexico were reasonably quiet. 
In spite of the imminence of war and 
the unity of the population in their desire 
for it, the eternal quarrel between the 
conservatives—or, mote justly, monarch- 
ists—and the liberals could not be allowed 
to remain dormant. Nor could ambitious 
leaders refrain from taking advantage of 


_ their opportunities. 


Drops War to Start Revolt. 
Gen. Parédes, though on his way to the. 
front, issued a revolutionary proclamation 
‘at San Luis Potosi. Y-: then returned 
to the capital with his 6,000 t.,ops and 


overthrew the government of Herrera. 


Though shortly cfter Paredes became 
president fighting was actually going on 
he paid more attention to the advancement 
‘of .bhis conservative _(monarchical) ideas 


than to the war. 


Finally, in July, 184€, ke started for 


‘the front, but had hardly gotten out of 


the capital when Gén. *"-riano: Salas is- 
sued a revolutionary prrclamation from 
the ciudadela (citadel) in Mexico City. 
He is supposed to have been acting for 
Santa Ana, who, then in exile in Cuba, 
Tlegted by con- 


In each of these changes the Merican 
people were appealed to to accept the 
change, because it would better enable 


them t») prosecute the war against the 


United States. Undoubtedly this war was. 
very popular with the masses. 


Liberals Split Into Factions. 


While the Jaxt change had been accom- 
plished by the liberals this party wa's 


‘split-into two factions,’ the most conserv- 


ative of which held about the same ideas 
as the real conservative party.: Santa 
Ana being in the field these two factions 
proceeded first to quarrel and then to 
practically fight in Mexico City. 

The Mexicans claim that matters went 


_%> such an extreme that the conservative 
faction tried to ° 


kre peace with ‘the 
United States, though Gen. Scott had not 
as yet landed his army at. Vera Cruz. 

The French intervention was primarily 
brought about by the conservative party 


in Mexico. They sought it, welcomed it 


when it came, and did everything possible 
to keep the French troops in Mexico s> 
that the liberals might’ not come into 


. power once more. . 


French Ousting Breeds Dislike. . 

Considerable of the dislike of the United 
States is due to this party never having 
Yorgiven them for forcing the French to 
evacuate Mexico. Thus ‘the history of 
Mexico shows that. while the mass of the 
people are sincere enough in their opposi- 
tion to the foreigner when he invades Mex- 
leo, the political ‘parties have never been 


able to forget their quarrels and unite in 


a common opposition to him. Much less 
have the leaders been able to forego the 


opportunities which such occasions have 


and sinking their differences has up to the 
present been unknown 

The mass of the Mexicans have been 
taught dislike of the United States. 
many cases this has been pushed to such 
an extreme that péons believe the entry 
of the United States would mean th 
restoration of the slavery Which existed i 
the past. 


Peons Attached to the Soil. 

The majority of the peons have a strong 
love not tor the Mexican roversment but 
for the soil of Mexicv on which they live. 
Appeals to this -entimént meet with great 
enthusiasm. In case of war this would 
enable the leaders to find among the lower 
classes a ready response.to a call to take 
up arms against the invader. 

The leaders, while ready enough to take 
advantage of this, do not propose to luse 
anything personally, Iluerta would un- 
doxbtedly expect the country to unite back 
of him. Onarranza would expect it to foi- 
low him. It is extremely doubtful if 
Huerta and Carranza would find any 
grounds of agreement even after Amer- 
ican troops had actually entered the coun- 
try. 

The history of Cuba shows that leaders, 
when knowing the intervention of the 
United States to be but temporary and Yor 
the purpose of restoring order, have actu- 
ally aided the Americans, expecting that 
to operate to their advantage when the 
new native gavernment shall have been 
established. Both personal ambition and 
a desire to see peace established where 
they know th¢ native alone to be incapable 
of doing it have led to this attitude. Out- 
wardly they have opposed the entry of tie 
United States and preavhed against it. 


People Grow Tired of Wars. 

In Mexico, as in the Philippines and 
Cuba, there is < number of people who, 
tired of quarrels which seem founded too 
much on ambition and tvo little on patri- 
otism, want above everything else restora- 
tion of peace and order. They a. tired of 
the exactions of both sides always ex- 
tracted in’ the name of liberty and the 
constitution. They want protection to life 
and property coupled with.a real justice 
between individuals and between the na- 
tion and its inhabitants. 

These people would not dare to outward- 
ly aid the restoration of order by the 
Americans, but would do 80 secretly, or 
at least refrain from opposing them. 

Should intervention come it probably 
would result in rioting in which the per- 
sons and property not only of American’: 
but other foreigners as well would suffer. 
Several large bodies of troops would un- 
doubtedly be gathered together to oppose 
| the Atmerican advance. This of course 
would result in a number of battles. 

The two great difficulties of the Federal 
government would be to concentrate their 
troops and to keep them supplied with am- 
munition. The troops are now widely 
“eattered, and in many cases their lines 
of communication are badly damaged, if 
not cut. The blockade of all ports by the 
American navy would make the ‘supply of 
ammunition, already a ‘lifficult problem, 
still more so. This would be particularly 
true as regards the ammunition for the 
artillery. | 


Uniting of Troops Difficult, 


The concentration of the Federal troops 
would remove what little power for order 
there is in a considerable part of Mexico, 
and would permit the small. so-called 
rebel, bands. greater chances for disorder 
than they already possess. These bands 
would undoubtedly remain in their own 
vicinities, and while merely avoiding large 
American’ forces would do ail the dam- 
age they could to supply trains and small 
parties. 

While the Carranzistas would not join 


resist the advance of any ;* mérican troops 
through their territory. Also they prob- 
ably would take advantage of the confu- 
sion which would exist to seize: points 
evacuated by the Federals so that their 
claims would stand a better chance of rec- 
ognition when the final adjustment came. 

Leaders like Zapata, while they would 
resist to the utmost restoration of order 
in the districts in‘ which they have been 
operating, would probably not leave these 
districts. . 

Undue Distrust of Americasn. 
~~ The lower class at first would be not 
only hostile but extremely suspicious. The 
Filipinos before they came into real con- 
tact with the Americans had been so filled 
with tales of their terrible barbarity that 
many of them abandoed their homes and 
fled to the mountains as the American's 
advanced. However, as time went on, they 
‘found these tales not ito be true, that the 
Americans paid well for everything they 
took and for all work done while protect- 
ing them from the vicious of their own 
race. This materially changed their atti- 
tude, making friends of large numbers. .

Incidentally it never seemed to 
occur to any one that the Americans in 
Monterey used the same water and would 
also suffer should anything be the matter 
with it. 

Production of Food Dwindles. 

The production of food supplies has al- 
ready fallen off considerably. The inter: 
rupted communications which exist almost. 
everywhere have complicated the question 
of food supply... The increased ‘disorder 
which would obtain during the first part 
of the intervention would render it more 
difficult than at prevent for large bodies of 
Mexican troops to subsist. Unless the 
Mexican government should abandon its 
present policy of expecting the individual 
soldier to feed himself their armies would 
soon be in a starving condition. 

The indications are that the Mexican’ 
would find themselves. in the same lamenta- 
able condition they were in during ’46 and 
"47; .their, own people divided, the ma- 
jority of their leaders thinking only of 
themselves, and their armies poorly led, 
poorly equipped, and insufficiently fed.

PHYSICAL LOYALTY A TEST. 


Wants Vote Limited to Those Capable 
of Bearing Arms.

SEEKS LODGING FOR 500 IDLE. 


The city is looking for a building that will 
accommodate 500 sleeping-men. 

The demand is the result of the overcrowd- 
_ing of the municipal lodging house by the 
unemployed. In a letter to Dr. Gottfried 
Koehler, assistant health commissioner, 
Mayor Hafrison urged that he make ar- 
rangements for the renting of a municipal 
lodging house annex for use during the 
winter. 

The building must be fireproof and take 
care of at least 500 men, according to Dr. 
Koehler. 

Friday night 453 men curled up on benches 
and occupied the 178 beds in the city’s hotel 
for the workless men at.160 Narth Union 
street. It was impossible for W. J. Ander- 
aon, the assistant superintendent, to walk 
through the building without stepping on 
the fingers of the sleepers piled together on 
the floor with nothing under their heads 
except a newspaper, the “ bo’'s pillow.”’ 

“ This: is only the beginning,’’ Mr. Ander- 
son said. ‘“ The situation is the worst that 
Il have known in years, and it’s growing 
worse each day. The city.is facing the great- 
est problem in the way of housing men 
without work this winter it has faced in its 
history. 

* We never turn a man away. He always 
can come back here. If he is ill, Dr. A. J. 
McCartin of. the Iroquois Memorial hogpital 
examines him. The men are sent to the hos- 
pital if they are in serious condition: I won- 
der if some of our well. fed men really know 
what some of these men have to put/up with. 
Do you suppose they have any idea what a 
man goes through. with when he iz out of 
work ?’’

BEING CLEANED UP 


Several Notorious Resorts, 
However, Are Still Going 
on the South Side. 


MORE THAN 300 CLOSED. 


Open Soliciting Found Prevalent 
4n Those Remaining by 
Investigators. 


An inquiry made into conditions in the old 
south side vice district shows that in some 
spots the evil has been dislodged; in some 
other places it flourishes with apparent im- 
munity. On the whole the investigators re- 
port that under the new police régime—Glea- 
son, Schuettler, and Funkhouser—conditions 
are improved as compared with the situation 
of three months ago. 


Inquiry Made Late Friday. 

The inqury was made late Friday night and 
early yesterday morning. Here are two cases 
of vice trampled down: 

The Capital cafe, 332 West Twenty- 
second street, owned by Ed Weiss and 
managed by Louls Weiss, is entirely closed as 
a result of the revocation of the licensé by 
Mayor Harrison. The evidence in this case 
was obtained by the Committee of Fifteen. 
Judge Landis, who has something of a repu- 
tation as an’ interviewer, sought a confer- 
ence with Mr. Weiss and his manager, Mr. 
Brown, and they told him just how they con- 
ducted their business. That resulted in the 
revocation of the license. 

The Harmon hotel, 2128 South Wabash 
avenue, under the control of Jim Colosi- 
mo, where Lorraine Woods held forth and 
did a thriving busines, is being remodeled 
for other purposes, it is said. It took many 
weeks of continual hammering by the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen before Lorraine was dis- 
lodged. ‘ She moved to 2306 Cottage Grove 
avenue and on complaint of the Committee of 
Fifteen has been raided three timer by Lieut.

‘tion. I called Nilan up at Haston on the

Goes After Dynamite. 
“I came into New York the following day. 
I can’t recall the date, but I was there a day 
or so before I done this job. I telegraphed 
Nilan to have everything-—I was coming 
over after it; that was before I started, as 
I told him I would. I said I would be over on 
such and such a train; to meet me at Easton: 
and he got the same train and we went into 
Allentown together. 
“ Before I went to blow this job out at the 
Chelsea piers I took a walk down one night 
and looked at it, and they hada fence across 
the front, with a gate about twenty feet wide 
perhaps, and they claim they had one fore- 
man and six watchmen there of nights, and 
I thought I would wait fora rainy night and 
take a man with me. 
“So the next night it started to rain and 
Rudolph Tunnings and me we took the dyna- 
mite and went down to Twenty-third street 
and went over in front of the job and it was 
raining pretty hard, and we didn’t see any 
watchmen, but there wasa light In the shanty 
and the shanty was inside of the—yes, just 
inside the gate—so he took the ‘dynamite and 
walked behind me, and I started on ahead. 


é Pass Ty.2 Watchmen. 

We passed nobody going in and reached 
the engines safely, and Tunnings he was

Go to Philadelphia. 
“TI next dynamited the’ material ‘in the 
yards of .the Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany at Philadelphia on the 18th day of April, 
1908. I met Webb by appointment at Thirty- 
fourth street and he told me to come on and 
we would go to Philly and have dinner, and 
I asked him what was up and he said, ‘I 
want to show you something.’ 
“On the way over to Philadelphia we went 
on the Pennsylvania, and he told me about 
this material to be blowed up in the Phila- 
delphia viaduct, material that was being 
erected there, and that the international 
union had sent Mike Cunnane near $500 to do 
work in that district, but that he had only 
made one attempt on a bridge out of Phila- 
delphia—he didn’t Say where—but he said it 
caused no damage to speak of, and he said, 
“I think Cunnane has appropriated the rest 
of the money to pay his debts.’ 
“He said that Cunnane had been wanting 
more money left at No. 13 local there to do 
work with. He says, ‘ We'll do this work 
unbeknown to Cunnane.’ ”

Trip to New England. 

“I met Webb shortly after this and he 
asked me how I would like to take a trip 
up in the New England states, looking over 
some jobs to be done, and I told him all 
right. I knew that that was his business— 
to look up jobs—and he told me that he got 
$$ a day and expenses (railroad fare) for 
every day he was out’ for the international, 
and that he would make it all right with me, 
so I thought he intended to give me $8 a 
day and rdilroad fare for my doing his work 
up there. 

“I took the train at 12:01 that evening, 
after him, giving me $100 to go with, Webb 
told me that there were two jobs located 
near Fall River—one of them was at Slade’s 
Ferry, right at Fall Riyer—and I looked that 
job over. Then I went to Somerset, Masz., 
three miles above. Then I returned to New 
York and went to Frank Webb's house and 
reported what I had seen.”’ 

Webb gave him $100 more and Davis paid 
Nilan $40 for dynamite. He left the dyna- 
mite over night in a saloon, where the bar- 
tender set it in a closet behind the bar. 
The next day he left New York City by the 
Fall, River boat. 

The first rainy night he blew up the Slade’s 
Ferry bridge. 


Always Paid in Cash. 

Webb always paid ‘Davis in cash. He 
showed him vouchers from the International 
signed by John J. McNamara, the secretary- 
treasurer, McNamara, and Ryan. These he 
had cashed at a bank at Third avenue and 
Fifty-seventh street until the cashier seemed 
to become suspicious. After that he used to 
get the vouchers cashed at different banks. 

Davis -next. attempted to. blow. up the 
Schrezer drawbridge over the Bronx river in 
May, 1908. This bridge was being erected 
by the Pennsylvania Steel company for the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
way company. Davis says: 

“TI went to Allentown, Pa., and saw 
Thomas Nilan and told him I wanted two 
suitcases full of dynamite this time. 1 bought 
one case at a second hand store and he got 
another case at a second hand store. Each 
one contained about, 120 sticks of dynamite. 
He said he would go with mie to Jersey City 
and help joe.carry the cae, as T hed all I 
could.carry. ; 

“TI bought him a ‘eouns trip. ticket from. 
Allentown to Jersey City. and, he helped me 
with the cases to the ferry. I crossed on the 
ferry and landed at Twenty-third street. I 
got a hansom cab and with the two cases 
went to Fifty+second’ street ‘and Sixth'ave- 


nue, and left them with the bartender ina 


saloon near there. 

. “J left them there then until, ahowt 9 
o’clock that night, and Rudolph Tunnings 
and myself went over 4nd got them and car- 
ried them up to our room’ at 913 Sixth ave- 
nue. . | 

Stopped by Watchman. » 

“Tunnings and me then, on two different 
nights, went out to this drawbridge and 
wanted to pass over and see how the watch- 
men acted at night. The watchman stopped 
us. We went back and let the matter rest 
for a day or so. Then Tunnings and me de- 
cided it was a cloudy night and we had better 
get the job off and we started out. 

“I did not see the watchman untill walked 
right up on to him, and he placed a gun up 
im front of me and says, * Where are you 
going?’ I had a gun in my hand and I told 
him we Was trying to get across the bridge, 
over to get a street car, and named a little 
station a few miles beyond. 

‘“‘He lowered his gun and said, ‘ You will 
have to go around the other way,’ and as he 
lowered) his gun I. put my gun up and told 
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sand, and the blackjack was not of much ac- 
count; and the second time he hit him the 
sand fell all over me and the watchman com- 
menced to holler, and we knew it would at- 
tract the attention of the watchmen on the 
far side of the bridge, and also Shoemaker’s 
watchmen, and so we had to go back under 
this arc Ught, near Shoemaker'’s job, we 
started back. 


| Puts Suitcase in Canal. 

“I put the gun in my pocket and Tunnings 
run by the suit case and left it. I picked it 
up and threw it in the canal and the watel- 
man was shooting at us, as we supposed. I 
passed around the canal and we went out 
the same way We came in. 

“Then we came an back to New York. 
Tunnings was pretty badly scared, and said 
as I Had lost a suit case and half of what I 
had given for it he would help me out on 
the next-job and only wanted one-fourth of 
what I got. I told him I would stand the 
loss and that he could have half if he wanted 
to come along. He said he would do it. I 
had $200 and I gave Nilan $100 for those two 
cases. 

“Next morning I met Frank Webb. He 
asked me then if I had any more dynamite. 
I told him yes I hed anotheg suit case in the 
room that I had brought from Allentown 
at the same time. I told him I intended to 
go out\and get the Shoemaker job at Bay- 


chester, as they only had a few more rivets 


to drive and they would be finished in a few 
days, and he said that was where lI should go. 


Chooses Rainy Night. 

“That night it was still raining, and I 
told Rudolph that we would make an attempt 
on the Shoemaker job at Bay chester, and we 
left New York about 9 o'clock, went to One 
Hundred and Twenty-eighth street and 
Third avenue and got a Baychester car and 
went out to the Shoemaker job at Bay- 


chester. 


“We could see watchmen under the bridge 


by getting down low and catching them on 


the sky line, so we concluded to take the far. 


end of the jéb, the east end. We took quite 
a detour around and came out over the end 
of the pier on to the structure. We walked 
over two or three sets of girders. Tunnings 
had an unibrella and I had the suitcase. 


“'T took the case and went on about fifty 


feet :to the batter post of the bridge, and I 
was starting to put the dynamite in the post 
and another watchman came out and was 
standing right under me, and. he stayed. for 
near a half hour.

Force Companies to Show Hand. 

It is reasonably certain that the roads in 
the Union station company will bé asked 
soon to lay their cards upon the table, face 
up. Officials of.the Pennsylvania, Burl 
ton, and St. Paul appeared before the coun- 
cil terminal committee last May and gave 
the impression that while the Alton then 
was not in their select group, it would be 
in the near future, 

The. first inkling of the real situation at 
present was given last Monday by John F. 
Wallace, expert for the aldermen, and Bion 
J. Arnold, expert for the citizens’ commit- 
tee. The latter said he understood that the 
other three had obtained the power from the. 
legislature to condemn the Alton Property. 


Mr, Redfield applied a wet blanket by say- | 


ing that was incorrect, so far as he was in- 
formed. Mr. Wallace made a reference to 
the demands of the Aiton, but the next day 
explained away his statement, so that the 
ecent was lost until Friday night. 


Aldermen’s Information Verified. 
Im part the information of the aldermen is 
verified by the Union station act. This says: 
that it was enacted “ to facilitate public con- 
venience and safety‘in the transmission of 
goods and passengers, to prevent unneces-

@ number of stations.” 
It would appear that the intention was to

The Union station representatives have not 
estimated how long the proposed station will 
be adequate, 

Other experts have said privately that it 


‘will reach its capacity in eight to ten years if 


it accommodates the long distance and sub- 
urban traffic of all the present west side 
roads, provided the suburban traffic is en- 
couraged with reasonable accommodations. 
If used only for through and long distance 
traffic its capacity will be reached.in about 
fifteen or sixteen years—poselbly a little 
longer.

DEBATE TO FORCE ISSUE. 


Government Already Has Theory 
in Practice Along Many 
Lines. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

' Washington, D.. C., Dec. 6.—[Special.}]— 
The senate will debate and pass hext week 
the bili authorizing government construction 
of railroade In Alaska. The house will take 
similar action after the Christmas holidays. 

Thus will be laid down a new extension 
of the policy of governmental activity in 
what hitherto has been regagded as the do- 
main of private capital. 

Most of the men who will vote for the meas- 
ure authorizing the Alaske experiment be- 
lieve if it is successfui it will be the forerun- 
ner of government ownership of alithe rail 
roads of the United States. 

That such a move would be the part of wis- 
dom will be shown, it is claimed, by statistics 
which Senator Kenyon of Jowa will put ip 
the record during the debate. | 


Plan Already in Practice. 

The prospect of favorable action on the 
Alaskan bill has brought attention to the 
rapidity with which the government is tak- 
ing over agencies hitherto under private con- 
trdi and operation. | 

Through the postoffiee department the gov- 
ernment is in the banking business and 1s 
supplanting the express. companies by the 
parcel post. In addition, warships are being 
built in government navy yards, guns are 
being assembled in government factories, 
and powder is being manufactured under 


government auspices, The secretary of the } 


navy also has. recommended the construction 
of a government armor plant. 

Nor @re these all the important matters be- 
ing considered in connection with govern- 
ment ownership. The attorney general Is 
apprehensive that telegraph and telephone 


‘gervice will have to be controlled and oper- 


ated by the’ government. 

His investigation of this subject has im- 
pressed him with the inconvenience which 
would follow to the public through the dis- 
solution of the telegraph and telephone com- 
bine and the creation of competition. If he 
can devise some way of restoring competition 
which will assure a satisfactory public serv- 
ice he will recommend it, but he is rapidly 
becoming convinced that government owner- 
ship is the only real and effective solution. 

Many Fields Are Covered. 


The paternalism of the government extends 
into still other fields. A federal board of 


arbitration and con@iliation sits in judgment | 


on railroad strikes. The department of labor 
is active in settling local strikes. For ex- 
ample, an officer of the department was sent 
a few days ago to Indianapolis to investigate 
the street raihwey situation intWat city. 

The department of agriculture not only is 
codperating with the farmers for the purpose 
of improving and increasing their crops, but 
it enforces the pure food and meat inspection 
laws and is GevOting itself to the protection 
and preservation of the health of the people, 

The post office department looks after the 
morals of the people through the exclugion of 
improper matter from the mails and prose- 
cutes “ get rich quick ’ swindiers. The ‘bu- 
reau of standards is codperating with states 
and citizens in the regulation of public utili- 
ties, including railways;.electric supplies, 
gas, etc. Other bureaus are equally active 
in other directions.

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BRYAN AND OTHERS PLEAD 
FOR MORE POPULAR RULING. 


Members of Congress and State Chiefs 
Join in Urging Added Power for the 
People. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—More direct 
government by the people was the keynote 
in speeches of Secretary of State Bryan and 
members of congress and representatives 
from various states at the first regular con- 
ference here, today of the National Popular 
Government league. An easier method of 
amending the constitution of the United 
States, presidential primaries, the initiative 
and referendum, and other reforms of gov- 
ernment were advocated. , 

“I'd rather trust the people,” $8cretary 
Bryan said, ‘‘ than have any group of people 
tell them what questions shall be acted on.”’ 

The amendment for the direct election had 
opened the door, he said, for much remedial 


legislation which it had been impossible to 
have considered in the past. | 


Joseph W. Folk, solicitor of the state de- 
partment, speaking in favor of presidential 


‘primaries, said that if such an idea had been 


advocated by a president ten years ago it 
would have been “ attacked as dangerous and 
revolutionary.”’ 

“ The hope of the nation isina nonpartisan 
party,” declared Senator Norris of Nebraska, 
adding that the people eventually would get 
control of their government through meas- 
ures for which the league stands. These, he 
asserted, would have been enacted years ago 
had it not been for the rank partisanship 
that controls under our present system. 


| MINNEAPOLIS PROGRESSIVE 
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ATTACKS THE CURRENCY BILL. 


W. C. Coe Tells Local Moosers That 
Glass-Owens Measure Does the 
American Farmer Little Good. 


Declaring that the Glass-Owens currency 
bill is not a progressive measure in a true 
sense, W. C. Coe, a Progressive from Min- 
neapolis, told the members of the Pro- 
gressive club yesterday that “ the so-called 
progressivism of the Democrats and Re- 
publicans is at best half-hearted and super- 
ficial.*’ 

‘President Wilson. in his. recent mes- 
sage, calls attention to the fact that the 
pending currency bill ‘does toe farmer a 
great service,’’’ Mr. Coe said. ‘In reality 
this measure touchés the farmer in but two 
places. At section 14 it authorizes redis- 
counting at the federal reserve banks of 
notes and bills of exchange drawn for agri- 
cultural, industrial, or commercial pur- 
poses. Again at section 26 it authorizes 
country national banks to loan upon im- 
proved farm iands for a period of not longer 
than one year and tur an amount not ex- 
ceeding 50 per cent of the value of the land. 

“ Any one familiar with agricultural loans 
will say that those two provisions are wholly 
inadequate to meet the farmers’ needs, and 
when Woodrow Wilson says the pending 
currency bill does the farmer a great service 
he is misrepresenting the fact. The Owens- 
Glass bill is primarily intended for the ben- 


efit of the manufacturing, banking, 
commercial worlds."’

William B. Adler of the stock yards com- 
mission house of Adler, Son & Co., admitted 
yesterday that Andrew Post, allas John 
Sloane, alias Halter, is an adept. at “‘ mak- 
ing up.” Post owed his appearance in Engle- 
wood court yesterday to the poor time he 
chose for demonstration. 

He chose Saturday a week ago as his time 
for appearing at Adler’s office and announc- 
ing his identity as a farmer and his intention 
to buy some cattle. Adler glanced at the 
rural appearance of the visitor and declared 
identification: unnecessary. He explained, 
however. that the firm did not deal in Yattle 
on Saturday, owing to the time schedule at 
the yards; 

So Post said he would be back Monday, and 
asked permission to leave on deposit a certi- 
fied check for $3,500 drawn on the First 
National bank of Chillicothe. Also he asked 
if he could cash a $15 check. Adler urged 
him to take more, but he declined. After 
he had gone Adler thought it might be well 
to make sure everything was correct, and 
telephoned the bank. He learned the $15 
check would exhaust Post's deposit, the cer- 
tified check was worthless, and the deposit

“While we are of opinion that Mulhall 
has exaggerated largely the intimacy exist- 
ing between them, we are, at the same 
time, of opinion that McDermott has un- 
duly minified it. 

“Your committee has no Naoubt that 
these threé men were much in each otheér’s 
society, that they frequently consorted to- 
gether socially in this city, and were upon 
terms of perfect understanding and friend- 
liness, ‘The evidence in the record as to- 
this.is too voluminous and convincing to 
‘admit of any other conclusion.

REFERS TO WATSON’S KoTION. 


Taking up special features of the lobbying 
by the manufacturers’ association, the re- 
port describes the connection of former Rep- 
resentative Watson with this organization. 
The committee finds that Watson did not 
undertake to lobby for the tariff commission 
legislation until his last term in the house 
had expired. It finds that he. was in the 
employ of the manufacturers’ association at 
no time during his service in congress. 

After his retirement he aecepted a re- 
tainer of $500 and received compensation 
of $250 a week while he was working for 
the tariff commission amendment. 

The case of Watson illustrates one of the 
most pernicious phases of lobbying, in the 
opinion of the committee. He had served 
a long period in the house, was the Repub- 
lican ‘whip while the Republicans were in 
power, and was the right hand man of 
Speaker Cannon. He wielded yast influence 
with senators and representatives, and 
therefore was an ihvaluable lobbyist for any 
interests whose employment he accepted, 
In this respect the case of Watson is not 
unique. The most influential and the high- 
est paid lobbyists frequently are former 
members of the senate and house. 


REGRETS ‘REPORTS’ OF MEMBERS. 


The committee quotes the testimony of 
former Representative. Watson in which 
he told of summoning members of con- 
gress to report to him how their respec- 
tive delegations stood on the tariff com- 
mission plan which he wag seeking to 
lobby through for. the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation after he retired from the house. 
Un this the report says: 

“There was no evidence presented to 
your committee which would indicate that, 
under the rule as to improper influence set 
forth, legislation was improperly affected 
by the lobby which worked in its behalf. 
At the same time the committee questions

There was a final parade of the prize 
winning ‘cattle, the ribbon wearers being 
headed by Glencarnock Victor Il, grand 
champion steer of ‘the world. Unlike the 
regal steer champions of previous years, 
“Gine” will not be promptly slaughtered 
to make a holiday for the patrons of Chi- 
cago’s leading hoteis and restaurants. The

Fall of the French Ministry, and 


English Market. 


[THE TRIBUNE'S WEEKLY FINANCIAL CABLE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The action of the gov- 
ernors -of the Bank of England in refusing 
January bills and the fall of £1,172,000 
($5,860,000) in the reserve of the bank have 
strengthened discounts. 

Short bills in Lombard street are quoted at 
4 13-16@4% per cent, and ninety day bills 
at 4% per. cent. 

The market is fearing another demand for 
gold from France and possible exports to 
Argentina in the new year, 

Our stock markets, however, are shsowing 
considerable power of resistance, despite the 
disappoiuntment resulting from the fall of 
the French. ministry and the consequent 
postponement of the French loans. 

The improvement im American securities 
does not cau$e surprise. 


Textile Mills on Short Time. 

The Bradford textile district is temporarily. 
depressed. Some of the mills are already on 
short time, but there: are predictions of ac- 
tive revival after the American tariff reduc- 
tions on woolens become operative on Jan. 1. 

The poor success of the Toronto loan, of 
which the underwriters had to shoulder fully 
one-half, has had a depressing influence on 
investment sentiment, and is already selling 
at a heavy discount. 

The excessive Canadian borrowing is much 

.to be regretted. It has, however, the advan- 
tage of proving to underwriters that the in- 
vestment market is not yet prepared for new 
issues on a large scale, and that capital is 
still timid. 

News of the action of the city authorities 
of Vancouver in announcing that the city 
will not offer any.bonds for two years was 
well received here. 


Stock Exchange Business Lags. 


London has been greatly interested in re- 
ports from New York of proposed wholesale 
retirements from business by stock exchange 
members there. It is safe to say that bad as 
affairs may be in New York they do not com- 
pare with the deplorable conditions in Lon-

For many months stock exchange busi- 
ness has been the lowest in the memories of 
the oldest members of the house here. Few 
stock exchange firms are meeting expenses 
despite drastic action im reducing their staffs. 
‘The pruning knife has been used wherever

Bank balances of small brokers are prac- 
tically eliminated and it is rumored that 
many will retire at the end of the stock ex- 
change year. Alarmists say that the num- 
ber to give up business will reach fully 500,

The president's message is regarded by 
many as curiously unpractical and his op- 


pression of hopes that when the Huerta ré- 
gime collapses constitutional order will be 
restored by the leaders to the people. 

Itis now evident, as the Times’ Washington 
correspondent points out, that “‘ Carranza's 
so-called followers are no better than blood- 
thirsty brigands and adventurers and also 
that the name, Constitutionalists, covers 
quite as much rascality as even Washington 
espies in Huerta's following.’ 

No Sympathy for Huerta. 

Nobody disputes the fact that the Huerta 
administration was established and is main- 


many thoughtful observers question the wis- 
dom of Mr. Wilson's opinion that an en- 
forced application of constitutional proce- 
dure, even though championed by the United 
States, will enable the Mexican people in 
their present stage “‘to work out their own 
development in peace and liberty.” 

Where President Wilson’s enthusiasm for 
constitutional government sees patriots 
fighting for the sacred cause of popular lib- 
erties, unsentimental business men see only 
brigands and political adventurers fighting 
for the satisfaction of their own ambition 
and greed. 

The opinion of the business world undoubt- 
edly is affected by the fact that an influgen- 
tial section of competent observers in Amer, 
ica and Mexico holds Mr, Wilson's inten- 
tions, though entirely benevolent, as cal- 
culated to aggravate conditions of anarchy 
and prolong the unrest, probably involving 
widespread destruction of property and dis- 
locating commerce, 

British Interests Are Uneasy. 

All of these matters naturally are of much 
concern to British traders and property own- 
ers in Mexico. A correspondent writing 
to the financial .section of the Times ob- 
serves the feeling of a certain section in 
Ahe city that recognizes the probability that 
British interests are endangeted and con-. 
siders the time has come.for a candid pro- 
test against carrying the concillatory policy 
to the extreme length of self-extincetion. 

The same writer, referring to agitation 
by a certain section of the American press 
against British oil interests, interprets it. 
as expressing approval of the latest ex- 
tension of the Monroe doctrine whereby the 
United States claims that its proximity to 
Mexico gives to America priority in con- 
cessions and:control. This aspect of the. 
question naturally creates misgivings. 

While it is generally recognized that Presi- 
dent Wilson's prejudice against foreign con- 
cessionaires’ activities in Mexico is likely 
to: be asserted impartially against Ameri- 
can big business interests in that country, 
his policy as a whole fails to convince the 
business community as reasonable, chiefly 
because it assumes the authority to decide

| One of the drugs, which Dr. Marks for the present designates as No. 317, defi- 
nitely cured all the animals used for his experiments of blood poisoning due to bacilli 
known as “ streptococci” or “siphylococci.” He believes and hopes that he is justified 
in saying that human blood poisoning will soon be conquered.

READING THE CONTENTS OF SEALED ENVELOPE.

ONDON, Dec. 6.—The possibility of reading the contents of documents inclosed 
| in a sealed envelope has been established by the well known scientist Dr. J. F. 
Hall-Edwards, who has been experimenting with the method of using X-rays \ 
recently discovered by a German scientist by which radiographs on very thin 
substances, such as a sheet of paper, a leaf, or an insect’s body, were secured. 
Briefly, the discovery is that by using what is known as low tubes, giving out 
“soft” rays in certain ways, these thin substances, through which the rays used for- 
merly passe without securing any impression, can now be radiographed. 
Dr. Hall-Edwards wrote a few lines on an ordinary sheet of paper with ordinary 
ink and, without folding it, placed it in an envelope.

Week in Great Britain Ends with 
& More Reasonable Spirit Pre- 
vailing, and Hope for Sane 
Compromise Now Seems Bright.

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FIND SAFETY AT SEA 
A BIG PROBLEM. 


American Delegates Chafing Over 
Snail-like Progress of London 
Conference, Which Works Se- 
eretly and by Committees. 


[S°ECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Dec. 6,—The work of the con- 
ference on safety at sea is still in the com- 
mittee stage, and reports are not likely to 
come before the convention for general dis- 
cussion much before Christmas, while the 
proceedings probably will drag into next 
year. The American delegates, as well as 
the Canadians and Australians, are chafing 
at the snail-like progress of the conference. 

J. W. Alexander, chairman of the American 
delegation, said: “If the conference is. not 
over by Christmas we are going to pack up 
and go home. The American delegates are 
doing all in their power to push matters 
along. There has been a lot of talking, post- 
poning, and procrastinating—almost like a 
session of congress—but now the committees 
are béginning to make substantial progress, 
and I hope that the body of the work will be 
done before Christmas, — only details 
to be completed. 

Anxious to Push the Work. 

“We have even expressed our willingness 
to work on Christmas day. It looks as if the 
deliberations would be strung out into next 
year; however, not with the Americans. If 
the work is not done by Christmas we are 
going home. It was proposed that the con- 
ference adjourn Dec. 15 and resume Jan. 15, 
but the Americans, Canadians, and Austra- 
lians could not see it atall. Why, if they 
stopped a month they would want to thrash 
out everything all over again. 

“We have been, unfortunately, pledged to 
secrecy by Lord Mersey, although nothing is 
happening in the conference which the pub- 
lic ought not toknow. I personally favor full 
publicity for the proceedings. You can say 
that this work is stijl in the committee stage. 
Subcommittees meet practically every day. 

American Delegates in Accord. - 

“The American delegates are on advanced 
ground all along the line. With very slight 
modifications, our recommendations have 
been substantially those in the reports sub- 
mitted to the secretary of commerce by the 
special preliminary committees on the effi- 
clency of officers and crews, radio telegra- 
phy, fire protection, life boats, hulls and 
bulkheads, and perils to navigation.” 

He added that the American delegation had 
invited Senator Oliver, who sailed on the 
Olympic this week, to a meeting and had 
gone over the whole ground thoroughly with 
him, so that he would be in a position to 
supply authoritative information to the sen- 
ate, whose ratification of the articles adopted 
by the’ conference is essential.

High Water Mark in X-Rays. 

One of the most interesting advances of the 
last year is the, single flash apparatus, witb, 
which instantaneous radiographs can be ob- 
tained, giving sharp definition in the photo- 
graphs and; of course, a minimum of discom- 
fort to the patient.

Screens Absorb X-Rays. 

Although the action of thé X-rays on a 
photographic plate is decided, it is neverthe- 
less not so great as that df visible rays of 
longer wave length, and the screens referred 
to absorb the X-rays and convert them by 
fluorescence into blue or bluish green rays 
which have a far more pronounced photo- 
graphic action, 

Thése screens have to. be placed in contact 
with the film of the photographic plate, and 
as the fluorescence is essentially produced 
by. crystalline compounds, such as tung- 
states, the crystalline structure makes itself 
apparent as a ‘ grain" effect in the photo- 
graph and destroys its detail. But intensi-° 
fier screens have at length been produced, 
after some years of constant experiment, in 
which the grain effect is negligible. 

In one such screen the normal time of ex- 
posure is reduced by 75 per cent; this means 
that the life of the X-ray tubes is lengthened 
four times, while the danger of dermatitis 
to the operator is reduced to one-fourth. In- 
tensifier screens have, needless to say, played 
an important part in the single flash or_,in- 
stantaneous production of radiographic pit- 
tures. | 


Progress in Platemaking. 

The photographic plate itself requires to be 
of a special kind, a plate that is fast im the 
ordinary sense being of little use for X-ray 
work. An-extremely finely grained emulsion 
of almost pure bromide of silver is usually 
employed and gelatine, being itself an ab- 
sorbent of the rays, is used in as small quan- 
tities as possible. Progress in plate making 
is an important element‘in the modern tech- 
nique of X-ray work. 

A typical modern apparatus consists of a 
heavy induction coil mounted on a table pro- 
vided with castors, so that it can be wheeled 
about from one ward to another in a hospital 
if necessary and heavily insulated leads con- 
nect the terminals of the coil with the X-ray 
tube, which can be touched without danger 
of shock.

During the night large quantities of rifles, 
. baydnets, and munitions of war were moved 
from Belfast to country towns in automo- 
bilest for fear the government authorities 
might put the Irish crimes act into force and 
peize the war stores already collected. 

The customs authorities made their first 
seizure under the terms of the proclamation 
this morning, when they detained eighty- 
nine cases of'ammunition and eight cases of 


[such as tariff reform], or from frankly ac- 
cepting the heavy cost of the loaves and 
fishes they have so lavishly dispensed. They 
are faced with the alternative of new taxa- 
tion [which amounts to a confession of sin]] 
or a reduction in armaments. Naturally the 
armaments have it: 

“For a start,’ says Sir Herbert Leon, a 
distinguished member of the stock exchange, 
“let us dispense with a couple of dread- 
noughts."’. Others chiefly desire Mr. Church- 
ill’s head woe a charger, and others again 
clamor for a’ “‘ naval holiday,” without ref- 
erence to Germany, whose intentions they 
profess to regard as purely benevolent. 

The Nation, which dances as a rule to 
the ultra-Radical tune, described the arma- 
ments struggle as a disgrace to civilization, 
and urges as a constructive policy toward its 
cessation that England should set an ex- 
ample of altruistic virtue, first, by denounc- 
ing and abandoning the right of capture at 
sea, and next by calling a conference of the 
great powers, with the view to an agree- 
ment that the total naval and military 
®udgets of all countries concerned should not 
be increased for a term of years, or, better 
still, that they should be proportionately re- 
duced. The chief merit of this suggestion, 
utopian though it seems when we remember 
the attitude of Germany on-this subject at 
the last Hague conference, lies in the fact 
that an agreement with Germany for the re- 
duction of naval expenditure only would 
produce increased pressure of military ex- 
penditure for France. 


Must Keep Command of Sea, 

There is undoubtedly a party in the cab- 
inet which is prepared to jeopardize, if not to 
sacrifice, British naval supremacy in its en- 
thusiasm for social reform, just as thereisa 
small minority of elewgors, largely aliens, 
who would ratherPhave free picture palaces 
for the masses than dreadnoughts.

If all play’ were criticised on 
their merits by acknowledged experts and 
gauged by a fixed standard of literary and 
dramatic efficiency, such a determined con- 
sensus of opinion might be convincing. 

As matters stand, however, and in view of 
the fact that the regular critics of several in- 
fluential papers all too frequently say smooth 
things of plays utterly artless and inane, it 


is difficult to accept thé present chorus of 


condemnation without certain mental reser- 
vations, and to await the verdict of that un- 
biased arbiter, the box office. 

It is impossible to forget that Mr. Shaw 
is fair game and a marked quarry. Did he 
not invite the persistent retaliation of critics 
by his prologue to “Fanny’s First Play ’’?

His Three Flights in an Aero- 
plane Stir Varying Emotions 
in the British Press.

LONDON, Dec. 6.—" It is amusing to ob- 
serve,”’ wrote a commentator in a weekly 
newspaper last week, “ how certain members 
of the Unionist party are trying to coax 
Winston S. Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty, out of the radical fold.

‘KING EXPENSIVE. TO BAVARIA 
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ITALY AND THE VATICAN 


Archbishop. of : Udine Makes an 
Important Speech in Reply 
to the. King. — 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
ROME, Dec. 6.—At the Catholic congress at 
Milan this week an important speech was 
made by the archbishop of Udine, which is 
believed here to. have: been: undoudtedly in- 
spired by the vatican. It is regarded as hav- 
ing been intended as a reply ‘to the king's 
speech at the opening of parliament... 

Referring to the relations of church and 
state in Italy, the king said they were ‘‘wise- 
ly regulated by law. in such @ Way that, while 
full religious liberty is allowed tothe church, 
it cannot interfere with the functions of the 
state,: which represents the. universality of 
citizens, and its sovereignty must not suffer 
any limitations.” 

The archbishop quoted: these words of the 
king, and attempted to refute the conception’ 
of the absolute sovereignty of the state. The 
most significant and~ important question 
touched on by the archbishop was, however, 
the independence of the pope. 


Demand Is for Autonomy. 

He insisted that the pontiff should enjoy. 

a real and not a fictitious liberty; that this 
aipipeleialie should amount to autonomy. 
The honorary ‘title of prominence and the 
privileges accorded to the pope by Italian, 
law, guarantees such as personal invioclabil- 
ity and exemption .from ‘taxes, .were, he, 
went on, insufficient, and they were granted 
only by one state, and s0 were not. perma~- 
nent. He contended that: they should be 
granted.by all the powers, and thus have. 
international. sanction. | 

If the law guarantees regulating the rela- 
tions between the vatican and Italy, which 
the popes have not accepted, could be made 
international concilation between Italy and 
the vatican would be possible. — 


‘Importance of Speech. Obvious. 

The importance of the archbishop’s speech 
is obvious. If he has. been. authorized by the 
pope to imply tacit renunciation of the vatl- 
can’s temporal claims in. Rome it would cone, 
stitute the first attempt ever made toward a 
real solution of the, vexed question. 

A cardinal in the confidence of the pope 
said that the speech ‘of the archbishop of 
Udine, althdugh it {s not disapproved by the 
vatican, should. net .be construed as an ate 
tempt at conciliation.

FOR THE CANAL. 


British Expert Reports on Shocks 
That Disturbed the Panama 
Zone’ During October and Vin- 
dicates. Ameriean Engineers. 


Che Mes Times 

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The South American 
supplement of the Times, issued today, pre- 
sents an interesting article from a staff cor- 
Tespondent, on An, * Panama; Earthquakes and 
the Canal.” 

The earthquake shocks which visited the 
isthmus of Panama during the month of Oc- 
tober revived with pristine vigor the old spec- 
ulation as to whether a canal above sea level 
can be made permanent on the isthmus. 

Coincident ‘with the shocks, M. Bunau-Va- 
rilla, division engineer at Culebra under the 

old French canal company, and the prime 
; mover in the separation of Panama from Co- 
| lombia, arrived in Panama and spent a week 
‘with Col. Goethals, going over the canal 
work. 
_M. Bunau-Varilla was almost giad of the 
earthquake shocks, claiming that they were 
| another argument in favor of the sea level 
} and against the lake plan of canal. 


Quakes Did No Damage. 
“After the earthquake of Oct: 1, half a dozen 
tremors of such magnitude that they could | 
be plainly felt by the nervous population, 
shook the isthmus. Many more siight shocks 
were recorded on the canal - commission seis- 
mographs. There is no discounting the fact 
that the shocks ¢ame in rapid succession and 
were of unusual violence; yet they did no 
damage, except to a few adobe buildings in 
Los Santos. There is also no doubt that the 
shocks were peculiar to Panama, because in 
Costa Rica and Colombia they were not felt. 
‘There was a week of absolute freedom from 
earthquakes, and then,-on Oct. 23, at 10 o'clock 
in the morning, came a shock almost as se- 
vere as that of Oct. 1, the former being rated 
6 on the Rossi-Forel scale, and the latter 4. 
This shock was even more perceptible on 
the isthmus than the earlier one. It’ sent 
the people of Panama city from their homes 
into the street, broke glassware in the canal 
commissary store at Las Cascades, and ter- 
rified the inhabitants of Colon. 


Peculiar Danger of Colon. 

The terror caused in Colon by the earth- 
quakes is not due to any dread lest the earth 
should open or buildings be destroyed; but to 
the knowledge that the city would be easy 
prey for even a small tidal wave. Colonand 
its neighboring village of Cristobal“are built 
upon & coral island, flat and at no point over 
eight feet above mean tide. Behind this site 
stretchés a broad flat for a mile or more be- 
fore the land risés to the hills that surround 
Gatun, 

As a matter of fact, a very small tidal wave 
would wash Colon away, for there is nothing 
to break the force of sucha wave. The canal 
breakwater guards the harbor only on the 


| northeast side; Colon looks out upon the open 


sea. Ten feet of water rolling in from the sea 


| would wreck the city.and probably drown 


most of the inhabitants. 

American newspapers made much of the 
earthquake scare. The New York World 
called attention to the supposed fact that a 
fault across the isthmus would render all 


- | 
. 


the work so far done practically useless, and 
asserted its old argument that a sea level 
canal should have been built at Panama. 


All in the Earthquake Belt. 

Yet the recent shocks add nothing new to 
the fact, already on record, that Panama is in 
the earthquake belt. This was fully consid- 
ered by the French, and later by the Amer- 
ican, engineers, whose decisions were ‘ac- 
cepted with regard to a canal in Panama. 
It is discussed at length in the isthmian canal 
commissian report of 1901. The internation- 
al board of 1906, the majority of whose mem- 
bers .recommended a sea level canal, did not 
regard the question’ of earthquakes as im- 
portant in influencing their decision. 

What is true of Panama is likewise true 
of Darien and Nicaragua. Any canal built 
across the American isthmus would bein the 
earthquake belt. 

Inaceurate records, little better than leg- 
ends, are found of earthquakes in Panama 
during the last three centuries. The first 
one, however, of which definite information 


can be obtained occurred Sept. 1 to 7, 1882. 

It did great damage in the city of Panama 
and at Colon there was a tidal wave. 
The Disturbances of 1906. 

In 1906, about the time of the Valparaiso 

earthquake, a number of seismic disturb- 


ances occurred on/theyisthmus. At;that time 


the.question of the canal was being mooted 
in the United States, and great care was 
taken to keep from the public the setemo- | 
graph records, One ofithese tremors wasac-| 
companied by a slight tidal wave in the Bay 


of Panama. The San Francisco. eathquake | 


was felt only slightly on the isthmus, and 
that which destroyed the city of Cartago in 
Costa Rica caused a tremor so small that 
many people in Panama did not fee} it. 

The effect on the canal of violent earth- 
quakes may not be discounted. The pres- 
ent waterway is vulnerable in two respeots: 
the great dam at Gatun and the locks on 
both the Pacific an@ Atlantic sides which lift 
the ships to and from sea tevel 

If an earthquake were to open a fault in 
the ground beneath Gatun dam it is possible 
that the great mound of earth and rock 
would be washed away. M. Bunau-Varilla 
says that this would be inevitable, especially 
since the dam ae completed is lighter than 
that projected by the ~~ engineers 
in 1906. 


Dam Is Water Tight. 


The present structure stretches across the 
valley of the Chagres river, a distance of 
one and one-half miles, is 2,000 feet broad at 
the base, 200 feet broad at the top and 105 feet 
high. It is tn reality am artificial hill con- 
structed by building two parallel ridges of 
rock across the valley and filling earth in 
between them. 

It is claimed by the men who bullt this dam 
thet its structure is such thet if a fault were 
to open the tendency would be for the mate~- 
rial to close in at once, and thus the dam 
would remain water tight. If, on the other 
hand, the fault were big enough to give the 
water a start before artificial means could 
be taken to check the flow, it is probable 
that Gatun lake would drain into the sea and 
the canal would be useless until the dam 
could be repaired. This would mean a period 
of eighteen months, during which no ship 
could cross the isthmus, for it would take 
this time to refill the lake. 

The locks are rigid structures of massive 
concrete. A fault through them would un- 
questionably break the masonry of the floors 
and might even topple over the cyclopean 
walls, although this is not likely inasmuch as 
these walls are fifty-five feet wide at the bot- 
tom and only eighty feet high.” A severe 
shock near the locks, however, might. vers* 
easily disarrange the machinery, so jar the 
gates on their hinges that they could not be 
operated, and thus make lockages impossible 
until repairs requiring several months could 
be made. The operating machinery for the 
gates and the various valves would be more 
susceptible than any other part of the locks, 
but if these were thrown out of true, re- 
adjustments could be made much more read- 
Jy than om the lock gates. 


Effect on Sea Level Canal. 


A sea level canal built on any of the plans 
so far proposed would not be free from locks 
and a dam. Difference of tidal oscillation in 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, one with 
a maximum of eighteen inches and the other | 
with over twenty feet, would necessitate tidal 
locks at the Pacific entrance, which would 
be as subject to damage by earthquake as 
the present locks are. On account of the 
greater depth of the channel, the slides that 
are now causing so much trouble would be 
an unending source of workjand worry. A 
dam would be required across the channel of 
the Chagres river in orderto divert the water 
from the course of the canal. 

In the end the canal would be more dit- 
ficult to navigate because, instead of the 
broad channel, fr 500 feet to 1,000 wide 
through forty of the Sty mile length, which 


is now available, the deeper excavation | 


would mean a channel probably not any 
broader than that through Culebra cut— 
namely: 800 feet wide. 

Col. Goethals has said it would be impossi- 
ble to estimate the cost. The present canal 
already has cost twice the original esti- 
mate, and it Is not difficult to explain why a 
sea level canal would cost at least twice as 
much as the present one. Inthe end it would 
not be earthquake proof.

THE ‘LEGISLATURE IN GRAVE 
DANGER. 
- Mfr. Clifford Barnes of the Legislative 


Voters’ league calls attention to the perils 


confronting the state in the chara¢ter of 
the men who probably will be elected to the 
next legislature. He points out that the 
politicians of the three parties propose to 
nominate but ove candidate each lin the 
closely contested districts, thereby absolute- 
ly disfranchising the voters by providing 
conscience while not disturbing the inertia 
of the mind without relieving the situation. 

The easiest way to dispose of the mess is 
to blame the politicians, thus satisfying the 
inertia of the mind withont relieving the 
situatjon. 

In this case it is not fair to put the blame 
on politicians. er, rather, on any politicians 
excepting those who have obstructed the 
constitutional amendments and the calling 
of a constitutional convention. 

_ If any party should nominate two candi- 
dates among whom this party's vote would 
be split, it would guarantee the election of 
the candidates of the other parties and re- 
duce the contest to a fight between the two 
men under its own label. 

Should two parties each nominate two 
candidates, and the third party nominate 
one, the third party would reap the reward 
of ita lack of public spirit by the certainty 
of electing its candidate, while the two 
public spirited parties would risk the possi- 
bility of electing none. ; 

Therefore, natural cantion will bid the 
politicians to put up one candidate. 

Fortunately, the inherent il] of this sys- 
tem now offers an adequate cure. 

An independent candidate should be put 
up in every district where the politicians 
name but three men for three positions. 

If this independent candidate is a man 
of suffitient standing he will be elected and 
bring about the defeat at least of the worst 
of the party candidates. ‘This will, more- 
over, bring about the election to the lower 


| house of a substantial number of men free 


from the domihation of their party bosses, 
who can put the good of the state before the 
maneuvers of party, as so few members of 
previous general assemblies have been able 
to do. 

lt is a truism that party politics has no 
place in the legislature. In that assembly 
party organization is held together © for 
selfish reasons and not for principles, and 
experience has shown the alleged party 
lines have not prevented bipartisan coUper- 
ation to pass boodle legislation. 

Whatever the needs of political parties 
to conduct national affairs, they bring only 
evil when introduced into local matters. 

The party rancors in the election of 1912 
permitted the success of the most incapable 
and undesirable set of public officials. this 
state and county have ever labored under, 

We have got to work away from party 
bonds ih local matters, and a good start may 
be made in selecting the new general as-

FOR PARTY RESPONSIBILITY. 

President Wilson, in his recommendations 
for changes in the structure of the Ameri- 
can political system, is reaching out for a 
thing altogether to be desired—a direct con- 
nection between the men who manage par- 
ties and the men who make laws. 

The irresponsibility of the American sys- 
tem is almost ludicrous. 
connects the men who sit in national con- 
yention and give pledges and the men who 
sit in congress and make laws. 

A eonvention does little ahit is even mor- 
ally binding on congress. The Democratic 
convention declared itself for an adequate 
Davy, and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that ab «appropriation for one battleship 
was obtained in the Demucratic house of 
representatives. More Important illustra- 
tions could be used, but that one is pat. 

The Evglish system is superior in that it 
hands the member of parliament over to his 
constituents on definite issues from time to 
time. The English statesman makes his 
promises on the platform and goes to parlia- 
ment to stand the test of events. The Amer- 
h ican politician makes his promises in con- 
vention arid’ sends a man-to congress, 

The man 
in congress is pledged to nothing by his 
party, although be may be driven to much 
by his personal overlord, 

Presjdent Wilson would put the making

When eighteen years 2g0 it became the 
rule to mf#ke a microscopic examination 
of the throat the microscope comm only 
showed thet these “sensed” diagnoses 
were right. It was not for some years 
that the other side of the picture began 
to show up. 

That other side was this: <A large part 
of the sore throats that the Clinical diag- 
nosticians had said were not diphtheria 
the microscope showed to. be cases of 
diphtheria. 

When we began to run down the cause 
in every case of diphtheria we soon came 
to the conclusion that sewer gas, garbage 
dumps, leaky drains, and bad gutters 
could not cause the disease. When these 
causes were ruled out we were left bang- 
ing in the air. 

The day of -mysteries was past. A 
cause must exist. ‘To find that cause they 
began to examine the throats of all the 
people who had been in contact with the 
sick one for several days before the illness 
began. 

This search led to a discovery. The 
discovery was that the diphtheria bacillus 
often caused follicular tonsillitis, the ton- 
sillitis with the white patches in the 
throat. 

Soon it was found that the diphtheria 
bacillus could cause the simple sore 
throats without any membrane or patches 
of any sort. Soon after this it wes found 
that. the diphtheria bacillus could be pres- 
ent in the throat without causing any 
soreness or {ny symptoms of any sort. 

The conclision was that the only test 
that could be depended:on was the bac- 
teriologica! test.

This does not work the hardship that 
one might think. To make a throat cul- 
ture is easy. Laboratories to examine 
these cultures are everywhere. The states 
vow provide laboratories with branches in 
different places. The cities now provide 
laboratory facilities with branches scat- 
tered everywhere. 

In addition a large percentage of the 
physicians are equipped to examine for 
this bacillus. If a town has not an equip- 
ment at the city hall it could easily and 
inexpensively provide one in the. public 
school, 

Some would obje*t to doing this work 
in the public school on the ground that it 
would endanger the pupils. . The objeetion 
is. theoretical, <A few epidemics among 
laboratory workers are on record, but the 
number is small and the deaths have been

When the health department inspectors

Thef present meth- 
ols of embalming and of conducting fu- 
nefals in deaths from contagion amply 
protect the community. 

Another discovery is that diphtheria is 
spread by convalescents. The most im- 
portant discovery is that the great bulk 
of the diphtheria is Spread by persong who 
are but mildly sick; and especially by per- 
sons whose sore throats look just like 
ordinary, everyday sore throat.

So far as the treatment of the disegee 
is concerned, there is but one procedure 
of any consequence. That is to cite plen- 
ty of antitoxin. The antitoxin ts given 
to nentralize the toxin. 

As the amount of toxin increases each 
day of the disease. the dose of antitoxin 
must Vary with the stage of the disease, 
not the size or age of the patient.

and noncommissioned officers with the colors 
and not exceeding in weight sixty grams— 
nearly two ounces—should be carried by the 
mails free of ¢ost, 

This. privilege. which was intended solely 
for the benefit of the relatives of the soldiers, 
has now been seized uppn by others, and 
nine-tenths of the mail matter carried free of 
cost and addressed to the soldiers consiste of 
circulars and letters from various hoftses of 
business, ete. So great has the abuse become 
that the privilece/jis about to be repealed. 

From the foregoing it is apparent that 
franking privileges of any kind are bound to 
degenerate into an abuse and that the only 
safe plan is to abolish them altogether, as 
they have been done away with in England.

Lack of. Sufficient Fletational 
Stability Demonstrated by Ite- 
eent Experiments with Ma- 
chines of the Latest Desiens.

LONDON, Novy. ~8.—The results| obtained 
by recent experiments with seaplanes have 
demonstrated the fact that, because of their 
lack of sufficient flotational stability, they 
are as yet unfit for naval work on the high 
seas. Even in some of the latest machines 
the designers have not apparently given the 
question the attention it deserves. | 

The wreck of many seaplaries which may 
in other respects have been quite efficient 
can be directly traced to lack of flotational 
Stability, It must be realized that a flying 
machine destined for naval work will neces- 
sarily spend a portion of its existence on the 
surface of the sea, either navigating under 
its own power or merety floating on the 
water. ’ 

ft must, therefore, like a ship, poksess 
flotational stability; otherwise, lwhenever 
the sea is at all rough or the weatber at all 
windy, it will be ‘liable to capsize. spe- 
clally will this be thercase if it is resting on 
the water either anchored or in lany other 
way kept in a stationary position. 


When the Plane Is on the Sea. 

A seaplane Hoating freely on the/surface of 
the sea, when struck by a gust of! wind, will 
be moved forwurd and drift atl a certain 
speed. 
with two main floats—to take thé most ad- 
vantageous arrangement as regards flota- 
tional stability—it will, besides drifting be- 
fore the Wind, have a tendency to overturn 
about the leeward float. 

The pressure of the Wind on the different 
surfaces is the force which oils to upset 
the machine; but, since the seg plane is drift- 
ing with the wind, that upsetting force will 
not result from the full speed of the wind 
but from the amount of speed it possesses 


is drifting, 

In order, therefore, to be able to estimate 
the force with which a given w ind tends tv 
overturn a seaplane floating ‘on water, it is 
necessary to be able to tell at ivhat speed 
the machine will drift when su bjected to that 
wind. If the resistance of the floats to mo- 
tion in water were known, the “ drift speed” 
of a seaplane could be calculated! 


Definite Experiments Needed. 

This points to the nece&sity of/definite ex- 
periments in order to determine jexactly the 
resistance which water offers ito various 
shapes of floats. | 

The upsetting effect of the wind on a sea. 
plane depends not only upon its magnitude 
but also on the position of the 4 drift cen 
ter,” and the importance of making experi- 
ments, either with full cized floats or with 


scale models, with the object of qscertaining 
their-drift centers, is obvious. 

The. solution of the problem of how to ob- 
tain the flotational stability of seaplanes 
conists in giving them a stability couple suf- 
ficiently great to counte rbalance the upset- 
ting couple which, under certain donditions of 
weather, may arise. Three aspects of the 
problem offer themselves for solution: First, 
there may be a heavy swell without a wind: 
second, there may be a wind but very little 
sea, and, third, the mest peneral aspect,

Factors of Stability. 

An examination of the factors Which con- 
to the fiotational stability of sea- 
planes leads to the conclusions|that the low- 
ering of the center of gravity off the machine, 
increase of the cross section of the floats, and 
an increase’ in the distance/| between the 
floats all result in a greatér amount of flota- 
tional stability: while auxiliary floats placed 
under the wings give rise to an important 
stability couple when the machine is in a 
greatly inclined position. 

With regard to the method/of increasing 
the fiotational stability of & seaplane by 
lowering its center of gravity, jt must be said 
that at present this device doeg not commend 
itself to the majority of flie} s, the reason 
being that, generally speaking, an aeroplane 
with a low center of gravity does not respond 
go readily to control as a npachine which 
has all the forces acting on jit centered at 
practically one point. 

But it may be doubted whether the objec- 
tion which airmen have to a Jow position of 
the center of gravity should deter designers 
from using this means to ingure a greater 
amount of flotational stability. For naval 
purposes seaplanes will be made of ever in- 
creasing size and carrying capacity, and it 
would seem that, developed along such dines, 
they will depend for safety din flight not so 


increased inherent stability. 


Use of Bigger Floats. 

The second method of inere ising the flota- 
tional stability,couple of a seaplane consists 
in the use ,of bigger floats. | Floats can be 
enlarged by increasing the /height, by in- 
creasing the length and width, keeping the 
height constant, or by increafing simultane- 
ously the height, length, and ¥ idth. 
in the height of the floats wduld necessitate 
an increase in their weight iq 
rigidity, and designers will 
tate to adopt any method 
4nerease in the dead weight 
if, on the other hand, the qross section of 
the’ floats is increased withoyt an augmenta- 
tion in their height, there is the same amount 
of risk of a wave passing ov¢r the floats and 
upsetting the machine. | 

If additional flotational stability ts sought 
by an increase in the distance between the 
two maig floats, it will be foynd that in prac- 
tice, with the existing types of machines, it 
js difficult to increase that distance to any 
‘considerable degree without, in some way, 
rigidly connecting them with the matin spars 
of the wings, which would then be subject to 
considerable bending stresses in the case of a 
rough alighting or of the ma¢hine navigating 
at speed on a rough sea.

Bank Statement Better than Ex- 
pected and Money Mar- 
ket Is Easier.

New York, Dec. 6.—There were indications 
today of a steady absorption of the high 
grade stocks, such as hes been apparent for 
some time recently. Offerings at concessions 
were accepted readily, but no effort was 
made to force up the list aggressively. 

It was the same quiet, gradual buying 
which has held the market steady recently 
in the face of unfavorable influences. The 
improved demand recently is taken in some 
quarters as an indication of larger invest- 
ment purchasing, such as is always looked 
for around this time of the year; but has 
been abnormally small in the last two years. 

The only movements of consequence in 
stocks today occurred shortly after the 
opening. Small declines in some of the fay- 
orite shares stimulated buying, and the list 
was quickly placed -well above yesterday's 
close, Then came a recession on which gains 
were canceled, and the market thereafter 
barely moved. 


Bank Showing Is Strong. 
Although the poor prospects for the bank 
statement had aroused some apprehension, 
the showing proved exceptionaily strong. 
The cash loss of less ‘than $3,000,000 was 
smaller than was looked for.

Among the Saxons the fact that mistletoe 
was suspended from the roof of a dwelling 
' intimated to the wayfarer that the hospi- 
| tality of the house was at his disposal, and 
beneath its branches friend and stranger, 
vassal and lord, gathered in comradeship and 
good cheer 
eligious aspect of the mistietoe tradi- 
hich had its origin in the Druidical 
di the gathering of !t by the archdruid 
ja golden sickle, merged later into a 
social symbol, and the idea of simple 
hospitality developed into one of merry~ 
making and @ somewhat riotous entertain-

Regarded as Pagan Symbol. 

The kiss of the Scandinavian goddess ex- 
panded into the custom of a kiss given for 
every berry that grew on the bough. Small 
wonder that, in spite of the mistletoe haying 

originally existed in the odor of sanctity, the 


pagan symbol and refused to allow it to par- 
ticipate with the holly ‘and the evergreen in 
the Yuletide decorations. 

There is an ancient belief that the ‘mis- 
tletoe was the tree from which the holy 
cross was hewn and that after this was made 
the plant withered and ever aftérward be- 
came & mere parasitic growth, clinging for 
support to other and sturdier trees. 

Other stories, however, credit it with di- 
vine in the healing of disease and the 
expulsion of evil spirits. 

Ram, the high priest of the Celts, received 
in a dream the intimation that by means 
of the plant he would be enabled to save 
his people from the plague which was deci- 
mating them.

SOX DOWN GIANTS 
ON FOREIGN SOIL 


World Tourists Reach Japan 
Four Days Late After a, 
Rough Trip Across. 


CALS WIN AT TOKIO, 9-4 


TOKIO, Japan, Dec. 6.—The world touring 
baseball players from the United States 
played their first game on foreign soil here 
today, shortly after they landed four days 
behind their schedule, and the Chicago team 
of the American league defeated the New 
York team of the National league by a acore 
of 8 to 4. 

The game took place on. the grounds of 
Keio university and was made the occasion 
for a great demonstration of welcome by the 
students of the university, representatives 
of which have learned the occidental way of 
doing such things during their baseball trips 
to play American universities. 

The world touring party was greeted by a 
great crowd, which included officials of the 


| university, the city of Tokio, and of the 


United States diplomatic service, besides 
representatives of many European nations. 
The welcoming céremonies were prepared 
days in advance ‘and -were delayed by the 
dangers experienced by the tourists in cross- 
ing the Pacific. 

In true’American fashion the opening 
game of the foreign invasion was inaugurated 
by President Fikichi Kamada of Keio univer- 
sity, who pitched the first ball across the 
plate. 


Consul General Welcomes Party. 

The baseball party was officially welcomed 
to Japan before it# steamer docked. Consul 
General Thomas Sammons, as soon as the 
‘Empress of Japan was reported nearing Yo- 
kohama, went out in a tug and met the mem- 
bers of the teams and their friends, adccom- 
panying them back to the dock and facili- 
tating their landing and arrangements for 
the journey to Tokio. | 

The tourists were delayed-four days by the 
worst experience that has been encountered 
by Pacific ocean travelers in years. The 
boat encountered terrific weather during the 
voyage and was buffeted by constant storms 
during the first ten days of the trip. These 
drceve the steamer far off its course and out 
of the beaten track for trans-Pacific travel. 

There was danger at one time that the 
steamer would be unable to complete its 
journey on. account of lack of coal, The 
shortage of fuel threatened to compel mak- 
ing port in northern Japan to replenish the 
supply before compl>ting the trip.

Nothing shows more clearly the difference 
between the intields of the two teams which 
met in October to do battle for the world’s 
baseball championship than the record of 
double plays pulled off in the five games 
which were necessary to decide the big pen- 
nant.

a gallop. It was a great year for the “‘ old 
man of the Midway,’’ who not only achieved 
success; but deserved it. 
‘In conference ranks the disappointments 
‘were Wisconsin and Minnesota, especially 
the former. Wisconsin, the undisputed 
champion of 1912, fell down miserably, and, 
ywhile strong on paper, was woefully weak 
upon the, field. Minnesota also looked to 
have an eleven of speed and power, but 
there was @ lack of consistency in her play. 
In the Wisconsin-Minnesota contest, for ex- 
ample, there were no less than seven fumbles 
in the first five minutes of play, while the 
punting, forward passing, and tackling were 
decidedly bad.

With the line completed, the most britliant 
section of any all-western machine follows 
in the makeup of the back field.

UMOR to the contrary notwithstand- 

ing, the proposed social club, formerly 

y-clept “‘ The Blue Bird,” is not. dead. 

It is a little slower in hatching than 

was expected, and when it finally is 
hatched it will not be a blue bird, but quitea 
different kind of creature. It will be known 
as the Casino, which gives it a somewhat 
foreign nd joyous flavor, suggesting as it 
does gay European resorts, by seashore and 
in mountainous regions, This supplanter of 
the blue bird is to be a much more am- 
bitious undertaking, with a larger scope 
than the original scheme compassed. 

No announcement of its plans has yet been 
made, but between you and me I think it will 
include a more active program than mere 
dancing. ‘There is a demand for a place on 
the north side where there can be a skating 
rink, artificial ice for the main part of the 
year, and a surface for roller skating for the 
other monthg, Also a gymnasium, where 
fencing, boxing, and other polite arts, offen- 
sive and defensive, can be acquired, 

It would pay some enterprising individual 
or company to put up a building east of Lin- 
coln parkway that would give house room to 
guch a club and also provide quarters for 
other clubs, like the Friday club, the Scrib- 
blers, and other organizations. Also a place 
where informal dances could be given. Such 
@ building would have to be the latest work 
in architecture and decoration, exceedingly 
chic to the last detail, and quite expensive 
to every one who used it. Were there any 
possibility of the much talked of Ritz hotel 
being bullt on the proposed -site—Lincoin 
parkway, Walton place, and Oak street— 
such a casino. would not be necessary. But 
this hotel scheme is pushed into the remote 
future by the tight money pressure of the 
moment, and in my mind's eye I see that 
casino, Georgian, rococo, or Louis seize in 
design, blossoming amid the arid wastes of 
that dreary district north of Chicago ave- 
nue and east of Lincoln parkway. There 
bluebirds or blue stockings could perch, each 
sure of shelter. There is money. in it, too, 
if rightly run. 
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A Club for Young Men. 

Apropos of clubs, a men’s club is on the 
tapis, also on the north side, a great grand- 
child, so to speak, of the old defunct Union 
club of blessed memory. That it is to be 
confined to the younger members of the com- 
munity is evidenced by the fact that George 
Higginson Jr. is the oldest member so far 
proposed. 

Its sponsors and promoters are as yet veiled 
in mystery, though its habitat is selected— 
the old fashioned house on Lincoln parkway 
built and long lived in by the parents of 
Cyrus and Edward Adams and later occu- 
pied by the Fentriss family. It is a flat 
fronted brick abode at 712 Liricoln parkway 
with the generous proportioned, high fore- 
headed rooms of the early '70s.

Announcement is made by the Associated 
Jewish Charities of Chicago that within a 
few weeks an addition to Chicago-Winfield 
Tuberculosis sanitarlum will be completed 
and the capacity of the institution will there- 
by be greatly increased. The sanitarium at 
Winfield was established in 1909. From the 
start it was evident that its quarters would 
soon be outgrown. The new building now 
going up will provide room for many of the 
unfortunate sufferers from tuberculosis in 
the Ghetto who at present cannot be accom- 
modated. 
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tarium admits only curable cases of. pul- 
monary tuberculosis. During the last year 
the number of patients admitted was 101, 
106 of whom were men and 8 women. Most 
of the patients remained in the institution 
for about six moathe From 76 to 80 per cent 
have been restored to health, 10 to 15 per cent 
were greatly improved, while only about 10 
per cent showed no signs of betterment.

“"re cre trying to make the world bet- 
ter. Of course the women on the coast 
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feel that they have a more effective way 
of accomplishing this since they have been 
able to wield the instrument of government 
—the ballot. This direct influence for good 
is much more powerful than the indirect 
which the women of many states are obliged 
to use. To hold high and noble ideals con- 
cerning’ government and society is good, but 
to be able to attain them through partici- 
pation in the business of government is not 
only better but best. The woman's vote 
has already accomplished profound good in 
the political and social world. 

* Women are the ‘ see-ers' of their com- 
munity, Their: position in life makes them 
80. Men often see but are too busy to in- 
vestigate and to act. ‘Women on the coast 
have proved themselves good ‘ see-ers’ and 
judicious investigators. They have made 
wise use of the ballot. 

“ Realizing their duty, women have reg- 
istered in large numbers. In Seattle, reg- 
istration was not a hardship, for if women 
could not go to the city hall to register, 
they could do so at their own precinct poll- 
ing places on the last few days of the time 
allotted for registration. And last but not 
least, women did not have to give their 
exact ages when registering unless they 
| desired to, for the answer ‘ legal ' to the ques- 
_ tion, ‘ What is your age?’ was accepted,

New in Decorative Art. 

But if the pictures in the salon were tiring 
and frequently repulsive the art decorative 
section of the exhibition was not, for here 
there were many new notes sounded and 
some that were delightful. Paris is rapidly 
getting away from the stilted periods of the 
Louis XIV., XV., and XVI., from the ornate 
empire, and from the severe Jacobean, and 
is beginning to advocate house decorations 
and styles of furniture that are modern, sim- 
ple, and abounding in color. 

There were a dozen or more rooms shown 
in this section that were delightfully fresh 
and pleasing, with white and gaily painted 
walls and furniture plain in outline and de- 
void of carving. There were other rooms in 
which black formed the background for 
everything, and it was perhaps in these, more 
than the others, that was embodied the spirit 
of the times. In them color was everywhere, 
and gorgeously distributed. Flowers in vivid 
tints trailed over a carpet of which the back- 
ground was-black. There were fireplaces of 
which the coloring was copper and gold; dul) 
red screens placed against a dusky backe- 
ground of wall, stenciled in gold, and there 
were many beautiful examples of furniture 
that compelled admiration for their lines 
alone. Sometimes there is a hint of ancient 
Egypt in some of this new decorative art 
work, but it is so cleverly brought up to mod- 
ern standards that, no matter how prejudiced 
one may be against that period, one is con- 
verted in spite of himself. 

Another American painter has been hon: 
ored' by the French government by having an 
example of his work purchased for the Lux- 
embourg. This time it is Aston Knight, who 
has just closed an exhibition of his paintings 
at Knoedler’s gallery, and has gone to 
America. Mr. Knight, who is a son of Ridg- 
way Knight, one of the veteran artists in 
Paris, is called the “ painter of running wa- 
ters,’’ for most of his canvases have for their 
subjects views of the picturesque LUttle 
streams just at the outskirts of Paris, or in 
the midst of some placid country spot in 
France br England.

Diet Recommended by a Physician. 

As to the diet, every one knows there are many 
diet systems to choose from. It is most unwise to 
follow out any one of these without the supervision 
of a competent physician. The following dietary may 
be recommended on high medical authority: 

8 a. m.: A tumbler of hot water, sipped. 

8-15: Breakfast: One small cup of tea or coffee 
eweetened with saccharin, no cream oF milk; one 
ounce of dry toast, four to six ounces grilled steak or 
chop or of lean cold tongue, chicken, game, sole, plaice, 
cod, turbot, brill, haddock, or whiting. 


1 p. m.: Three-quarters of a tumbler of any mild 
natural mineral water. 
1:30: Lunch: Three to four ounces lean beef, mut- 


ton, lamb, chicken, game; four ounces of any of the 
vegetables enumerated below; @ baked apple sweet- 
ened with saccharin, two or three dry biscuits, two 
ounces toast, one glass of light wine, a small cup of 
coffee without sugar or milk. 

5 p. m. A cup of tea without milk or sugar and 


one biscuit.

Vegetables allowed: Spinach, asparagus, celery, 
Brussels sprouts, cabbage, cauliflower, seakale, vege- 
table marrow, kidney or French beans, tomatoes, arti- 
chokes, endive,. sorrel, salsify, watercress, radishes, 
lettuce, cucumber, mustard, and cress. 

Condiments allowed: Catsup, anchovy sauce, pepper, 
mustard, vinegar, walnut pickle, horseradish, a small 
quantity of salt (one-third of an ounce per day). 

As to the best mineral water for each individual 
case, it is well to have medical advice. This is a 
stimulating diet, as free as possible from fat forming 
materials. But it should not be continued for more 
than a month without medical advice. 

To sum up, then, the general directions for reduc- 
ing: Don't sleep more than seven hours. Learn to 
move quickly. Deny yourself flesh forming foods and 
be regular and vigorous in your exercise.

I know 
geveral girls who left home, as she thineatens 
to do, and they have all turned out badly, I 
tel] her it ig a disgrace to leave home, but 
phe gays it isn’t, and I know the reason she 
wants to is that she will be independent 
and able to do as she likes. Of course, if 
ghe was away ho one could interfere with her 
gessing or anything else she did. What 
gan I do to make her feel differently? 

‘“‘ HEARTBROKEN MOTHER.”’ 

With all the sympathy I feel for this cor- 
respondent, and her case i cruelly hard, I 
gannot offer her much encouragement. She 
nes waited too late to get her daughter into 
‘pabits of obedience and deference to her 
wishes. 

In some cases it is natural and night for 
g girl to leave her home. It need by no 
means be a disgrace, as this mother evident- 
ly thinks it is. When a girl has her living to 
make, no matter in what line it is, she can- 
pot always stay with her father and mother, 
much as they would like to have her do so 
and anx.ousas she may be to remain at home, 
fometimes her path is made hard for her, 
end the fact that in this day and generation 
the custom of young women is to make their 
own way in the world about as much agit i» 
for their brothers, is not appreciated fully. 
Marriage is the only valid excuse with many. 

x * 

Lack of Early Discipline. ' 

Personally I am still sufficiently old fash- 
joned to prefer that a girl should stay in 
her own home until she marries, if this is in 
any way possible, and yet we have to recog- 
nize the fact that when she has a business 
or a profession and is obliged to leave home 
to foliow it this is in no sense a disgrace. 

The case is absolutely different with the 
‘girl of whom my correspondent writes. She 
4g apparently able to pursue her work and 
earn her salary without leaving home. The 
trouble with her lies below the surface and 
to judge simply from what her mother says, 
she is a cold hearted, undutiful daughter 
with tendencies to willfulness which may 
well provoke anxiety. The ingratitude she 
displays to the mother who, to quote her 
words, “ worked night and day to give her 
an education,”” shows something radically 
wrong lies at the root of her character. This 
fault, I am inclined to think, is due to the 
4eilure on her parents’ part to inculcate the 
habit of strict obedience, duty, and respect 


while she was a child. A girl does not fall 
into the way of being out late at night, 
extravagant or impudent and intolerant of 
restraint suddenly. Overind ulgence and lack 
of discipline in childhood have prepared the 
way for insubordination and impertinence, 


e« 
Storing Up Future Trouble. 


This is a point on which I feel it is neces: 
Sary to lay stress. Hardly a day passes 
that I do not see an example of the way in 
which mothers are permitting their chil- 
dren to develop habits of willfulness which 
will one day make trouble. The small girl 
is allowed to do as she pleases, to speak 
as she chooses, with merely a feeble and 
ineffectual protest on the parent's part. 
Only a few days ago I was in the room 
with a mother who was getting her little 
daughter ready for the street. The child 
wes in a hurry to go out and join her com- 
panions, and all the while her mother was 
fastening the coat and adjusting the hat the 
child kept up a fretful protest against her 
mother’s slowness. “ Hurry, hurry! You 
are such a poke!” she said. “I'll never be 
ready if you don't look out. Clumsy fingers!’' 
while I sat by, fuming inwardly and twitch- 
ing with the desire to take the unruly young- 
ster in harid and discipline her. When a 
girl or boy has been allowed this kind of 
behavior no one can wonder if in’ later life 
disobedience and disrespect are shown. 

So I would say to the mothers of daughters 
or sons that you cannot begin too early to 
teach them to obey. The process should be 
started as soon as they are born and kept 
up unremittingly. If there is occasional 
rebellion it should be checked immediately, 
although a favorite theory of mine is that if 
a child is taught obedience from earliest in- 
fancy the idea of revolt will never present 
itself as possible. 

Yet there is something to be said on the 
other side. If you wish to keep the love and 
confidence of your. children and the bless- 
ings that accompany and flow from these, 

“strict rules are not enough. You must do 
all you can to make your sons and daugh- 
ters love their home and believe in the iden- 
tity of their interests and yours.

Jealous of Daughter's Friends. 

When I read my correspondent’s statement 
that her daughter has ‘‘a happy home” I 
wondered just what she meant by it. Seldom 
do you find children who care to leave a 
home where they feel free to do as they like, 
subject to the rules of the household, to 
bring their friends, to have their entertain- 
ments. I wish I knew if this were the sort 
of happy home my correspondent has for her 
daughter. Does the mother ever show jeal- 
ousy of the girl's friends? Does she fail to 
interest herself in the concerns of the young 
people?) Does she put her own inclinations 
under foot when it comes to a choice between 
her whims and convenience and the daugh- 
ter’s enjoyments? 

Constantly I notice the mothers who seem

to forget. that they were éver young, that 
then they lived their lives and followed their 
own way, and that the children havea right 
to similar privileges. I have knowh. moth- 
ers who had so much feeling against’ their 
children’s intimacies with berfectly reputa- 
ble and excellent associates that such friend- 
ships were followed in secret, clandestinely, 
because of the unpleasantnéss it would cre- 
ate in the home if the meetings were known. 
In one family especially the daughter has 
to conceal the fact of taking an afternoon 
walk with another girl against whose char- 
acter there is nothing to be said. The 
mother objects to any bond between her child 
and a friend from sheer jealousy. She for- 
gets that youth seeks youth as naturally as 
one drop of water blends with another, and 
that if she protests against harmless inti- 
macies she is opening the way to deceit and 
subterfuge, and is at the same time weaken- 
ing her own hold on her child. 

I have quoted before the story of a woman 
who as @ girl was never permitted to have 


friends at her home becausé of her mother's 


peculiarities. ‘‘ I made up my mind then that 
if ever I had a home of my own and children, 
their friends should come there, and that they 
would not be obliged to run to the houses 
of others for their good times,’’ she says, and 
she has lived up to her resolve. She has no 
trouble about keeping her girls at home. 
They have better times there than anywhere 
else, and they recognize the fact. ‘‘Manya 
time I have had my dinner éaten at luncheon 
because of the people who happened in,”’ she 
laughs. ‘‘ But I have just sent out and or- 
dered something more for dinner. Nothing 
is of so much importance as the girls being 
happy at home.” 


oh 
Habit of Nagging. 

Naturally, all mothers cannot afford the 
time or the money for this sort of thing, 
but they can follow the same principle, 
even although along different lines. The 
exact course is not the important matter 
80 much as giving your children the knowl- 
edge that home is the best place in the 
world, and that they are sure always of the 
mother’s understanding and indulgence. 

Another fault often ta be laid to the 
mother is the habit of unnecessary fault 
finding, in a word, of nagging. 

‘“*One reason the mothers have so little 
influence with their daughters is the habit 
of insisting on nonessentials,”’ ‘declared a 
woman to me last summer when we were 
discussing the always absorbing topic of 
bringing up children. ‘‘ They make a fuss

“about trifies and lay down the law on points 


which are of no consequence—like the kind 
of stockings or gloves the girls must wear 
—and then when there is need of protest- 
ing against some really wrong course they 
have used up all their force on unimpor- 
tant details and their words carry no weight 
with their children.”’ 

Does this sound inconsistent, in view of 
my statement that you (must insist upon 
obedience in your daughters The two are

Answers to Sewing Queries. 


ECONOMICAL: Do not think of throw- 
ing away your pretty chinchilla furs, worn 
though they seem. Enlarge the muff by 
double frills of gray chiffon cloth set to each 
end and face with fresh white satin. The 
worn spot in the center can be hidden by a 
rosette’ of the chiffon, in the center placing 
a tiny bunch of artificial flowers. The collar 
being worn in spots is a harder problem, but 
you should have enough to make a collar for 
the new green suit and chinchilla band fos 
the wrist. The combination of green with this 
fur is always good. If your fur is scant you 
need not line it and need only bring the fur 
round the back of the neck and a few inches 
in front of the shoulder line.

His Daily Program. 

But to continue with our young man. We'll 
suppose that he has obtained a government 
position, with station in Manila. His daily 
program, then, is to arise at 7 o’clock every 
morning and report for work an hour later. 


Saturdays throughout the year and every 
weekday during several months of the “ hot” 
season, however, he rks from 8 o’clock in 
the morning until 1 in the afternoon, having 
practically half of the day to himself.

Following this he goes 
home for dinner, and later in the evening 
spends his time at either his club, a dance, 
the “ movies,” some native fiesta, or—if there 
happens to be a play in town—at Manila’s one

At first life m Manila strongly appeals to 
him. Though it has become thoroughly Amer- 
icanized since the days when. it was wrested 
from Spain and the Filininos. it is distinctly

VERYWHERE I went last summer in Europe I 
managed to see dancing of some kind, and while 
we are putting all kinds of steps to all kinds of 
times, with no sense of shame, I think there may 
be some among those steps that I saw in Berlin, Venice, 
Brussels (not forgetting that splendid little city on the 

River Seine known as Paris) that we might adopt. 

In the first place, the ragtime craze was at its height 
everywhere, and in restaurants where the summer be- 
fore you had heard dreamy French waltzes in which 
the Parisians excel, you would be compelled to eat your 
Sole Margery to the strains of “I Want to Be in Dixie ”. 
played all wrong. It’s funny about the foreign musi- 
cians. They can play “Trés Moutarde” or “ La*So- 
rella” so snappily that you can’t sit still while they are 
playing them, but when it comes to an American rag 
they are lost. They don’t understand our syncopation, 
and they play them all too slow, consequently when they 
start to do the dindon gai (turkey trot), as they call it, 
they wave from side to ‘side madly. Really, you could 
hot escape ragiime over there last summer, try as you 
would. : 

While in Prague (Bohemia), the city of cliurches, I 
got so tired of wandering about looking up at interior

done by the waltzing Germans; for instance, one step 
that I think would be very effective in our Boston, or as 
a new variation of the Hesitation waltz, can be done 
like this: The man rests his right hand lightly on the 
girl’s shoul‘4er and she rests her right hand on his left 
shoulder. Leaning well back from each other they hold 
their other hands straight out at their sides and then 
they start to waltz or Boston, whichever you prefer. 
Personally, I think strict one, two, three waltz time is 
better for this dance. They waltz leaning from side to 
side as they do so, twice each way, as in the old Ger- 
man dances we have seen danced to “ Lieber Augustine.” 
Now we have bend to right, waltz one, two, three, bend 
to left, waltz one, two, three. Again right and once 
more left. Then the dancers stop, take their hands 
from ‘each other’s shoulders and stamp their feet one, 
two, three—man, right, left, right; girl, left, right, left, 
two times. During this stamping they are facing each 
other and place their hands on their hips. Then they 
repeat the waltz movement, only this time with oppo- 
site hands, the man’s left on the girl’s right shoulder 
and the girl’s right on the man’s left shoulder. Re- 
peat the waltzing from side to side as they did before 
and repeat the stamp of the feet, one, two. three at the 
end of the step twice. Then they do this same variation 
standing side by side with their arms about each other. 
Waltz from side to side and the stamp at the finish as 
they did before, They put a great deal of life in the 
stamping of their feet, and, in fact, they do all this 
variation with a great deal of abandon; they seem like 
big, laughing children just out for a good time.

teurs tackling it and it seemed quite easy. It was like 
this: The entire dance was done with the girl’s back to 
the man, both his arms about her waist and both her 
hands resting on his hands as if to hold them there, and 
she throws her head well back, almost resting on his 
shoulders. Now they do the old fashioned two step 
twice each way, starting first to the right, then to the 
left, and after that they start again as if they were going 
to two step, but instead of two steps they do eight 
steps, or, rather, small slides around im a circle. At the 
end of eight slides they are around to where they started 
from, then they repeat the same steps again, starting 
to the left, two steps that way, two back to the right and 
then to the left for eight slides around in a circle to the 
left and right back to where they started from. They 
did several other steps, but as I only saw them once 
these two variations are all that I could grab and ex- 
plain fully. These are, I know, quite practical, for I 
have tried them. The couple that I saw were dancing to 
the latest tune from America (as Bru-sels put it), called 
“ Every body’s Doing It.” 

In Carlsbad, Austria, there are many smart Hun- 
garians, and at a ball there one night, where all the 
Americans were one-stepping and all the French were 
tangoing, and all the English were busy on their famous

V ariation to the One Step. 

I’m not going to try to teach you a dance that I have 
only a bowing acquaintance with, but the last step of the 
zardas I have tried to a one step and it makes a very 
It’s like this: The man.and girl stand 
side by side looking opposite directions. 
his arm about the girl's waist as they are standing, and 
So they 
are in position shown in the picture. They then step 
on the feet that are next to each other, the man’s right 
and the girl’s left, and go around in a circle, all the time 
going forward on their inside feet and pushing them- 
selves along with the outside feet. As they push on the 
inside feet they bring the heel down hard with a click and 
tap the outside toe right afterwards, which sounds like 
a quick one two, one two. They go eight steps one way 
and then make a quick reverse, the man turning facing 
the opposite way and the girl doing the same, and the 
same steps that way. 

It's a wonderful dance and can be done well to one 
step music. In Venice the only dancing we could find 
was over at the Lido, a wonderful bathing resort about

twenty minutes away from thére. We went aver one 
night, but as there were mostly Americans and English 
there, it being a little early for their fashionable Ital- 
ian season, we did not see much that we had not seen 
before. They had, however. a professional dancing 
teacher, a Greek, who, with a most fascinating Italian 
partner, was tearing off all. the steps of all nations. 
They did one step to a waltz that was pretty. I asked 
an American boy what the man called the step and he 
said the Lido dip. | 

So here we have it: Boston first, then swing out side 
by side, and starting with the left foot do as follows: 
Both man and girl step on left, swing right leg across 
with a broad swing; step on right, and throw left leg 
over right just the same way. Now we have right over, 
left over, and then right over again, and bend same until 
the knee, almost touches the ground and the left leg goes 
right out behind. Then up again and throw the left 
leg over, right leg over, and left over again with the 
same dip done with the right knee bent almost touching 
the ground and the left leg right out behind. After that 
swing into the waltz position, Boston eight beats, and 
then swing side by side and repeat same. That is the 
Lido dip.

EORGES BOUCHER was. recently ar- 
rested in Paris. He was arrested a 
a deserter. When questioned he told 
his life history to the police. His story 


is more thrilling than even the most thrilling 


nickel movie. 

Boucher was born in the slums of Paris 
thirty years ago. He was deserted by his 
mother and adopted by wealthy people. He 
was kept in luxury until he was 10 years old. 
He was indulged in every whim. Then the 
man of the family died and the woman mar- 
ried again. The new foster father did not 
take kindly to the boy. He was taken to an 
orphan asylum. A year later he was adopt.d 
by a woman in moderate circumstances. A 
year later she died. Georges became a stray 
waif. On the streets of Paris he met a gang 
of burglars. At 13 he was | 
p ¥ pegular member of the 
gang. The years following 
were full of crime and ad- 
ventures. He was sen- 
tenced seven times in 
France and four’ times in 
Belgium for various of- 
fenses. 

In 1905 George enlisted | 
in the Fifth battalien, light 
infantry, stationed in 
Africa. Adventure 
followed. But Georges 
was not an obedient 
soldier and soon found 
his way to military prison.

‘*T know of a number of instances,” says 
the bird dealer, “during the hard times 
period of some twenty years ago, when new- 
comers in the country, who were obliged 
actually to beg the county for food, came 
into my store, and, unwrapping a few dollars 
froma soiled handkerchief, would .thrust the 
money across my counter fora canary. With 
these people, home was not home without one 
of the little singers, and I can assure you 
that in such cases the death of one of them 
after it has been a pet for years constitutes 
a tragedy.” 

The original canary, of course, came from 
the Canary isles, where the species is still 
found in abundance. The native bird sings 
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If you have never noticed what a difference 
that makes your face, stand in front of the 
mirror and pull your hair tight back from 
your forehead and see how you look. 
you compete for the beauty prize? And would 
you dare to wear the new head dress which 
emphasizes this severity? 

_ The stage, where such new ideas often orig- 
inate, is already sharply divided into two 
camps—the naturally beautiful and the arti- 
ficially attractive. Many of the most popu- 
lar stars have so buncoed the public into 
thinking them beautiful by the use of tactfully 
applied false hair that they resent this effort 
to oust them from their pedestals and to dis-

relaticns. The wild birds are not yellow in 
color, but are mostly of gray plumage. In 
confinement, due to climate, food, and the 
intermixture of breeds, white, gray, green, 
and brown, as well as yellow shades, are pro- 
duced. 

The island of Elba, it is said, was the first 
European point where the canary found @ 
resting place. According to a tradition, a 
ship bound for Leghorn, having on board a 
number of birds, went down near the isian1, 
on which the birds, when given their freedom, 
found a Pefuge. They finally found their 
way into Germany, where catiary breeding 
and training is now conducted on a large 
scale. 

Regarding the breeding of canaries\in Ger- 
many the Madison street dealer tells an in- 
teresting story. 

“I went to school in Germany with a man 
named Schofert,” he says, “and in after 
years this man raised canaries to sell to the 
royalty. Several European rulers bought 
birds from him, for which he was paid a 
fancy price. His canaries were found to be 
such fine specimens that eventually he was 
told by the government that his selling of a 
bird outside of Germany, except with govern- 
ment permission, would constitute a peniten- 
tiary offense. In 1900 Schofert died a poor 
man because of the curtailing of his sales. 
A year later a party taking much the same 
name came to this country and located in an 
eastern city, claiming to be the original 
Schofert who sold canaries to the royalty of 
Europe. In three months’ time he had sold 
half a million birds. It goes to show there 
have been just as many fakes worked witb 
bird pedigrees as there have with dogs aad 
other animals.” 

Those who sympathize with the little singer 
because it is caged shauld find comfort in tie 
fact that it would really be “murder in the 
first degree” to give the canary its liberty. 
So accustomed has the canary become to cap- 
tivity that the cage is its natural home. For 
generations back it has known nothing of 
the open skies, the changes in weather and 
season, the struggle for existence. Thrown 
out into the garden or meadow, and it would 
be unable to find for itself the food which 
has been brought daily to its cage. In the 
struggle with other birds for a living it would

make a sorry spectacle. Artificially traired,

Yet sympathetic as canary owners usually 
are,'the American*ewner has far less under 


‘atanding of the care of the bird than has the 


immigrant, who knew it in the native land. 
“The American owner means well,” ex- 
plained the bird dealer, “ but by the desire 
to be kind often does the bird more harm 
than good. Seed and water are all that the 
canary demands, and on this diet should be 
well and happy to ripe old age—usually about 
twelve years. Ag an illustration, I was in a 
humble German home not long ago where 4 
common little canary was trilling like a prima 
donna. It was 16 years old, and upon inquiry 
I learned it never had been fed anything but 
sedi and water. A few days later I was in 
an American home where a high priced 
canary was moping in a corner of the cage. 
“*T was certainly stung on that canary,’ 
said the owner, ‘I paid $25 for it, and it 
has been days since it has sung a note.’ 
“*Do you feed it properly?’ I asked.

Then she Jed me to the gilded cage.

One may accept this position as entirely 
reasonable and yet be unable to understand 
the desire of Puccini and his publishers to 
have this dismal failure kept before the pub- 
ie. Doubtless the Ricord! brothers have a 
storehouse full of operatic lemons purchased 
during the long and prosperous career of the 
frm. Doubtless they are not averse to send~- 
ing a few ofthem.here to earn an occasional. 
American dollar. But they should know that 
every American opera patron who has wasted 
an evening with “The Girl of the Golden 
West” will remember it against the com- 
poser. 

He will remember also that Puccini’s pub- 
lshers once attempted to force ite inclusion 
in the repertory as a condition of the rights 
of performance of “Tosca,” “ Butterfly,” 
and “ Boheme.’’ When another unsuccessful 
Ricordi investment like ‘‘ Cristoforo Col- 
ombo” also appears upon the bills of the 
company he naturally becomes suspicious. 
Bvidently it is the part of wisdom to avoid 
even the appearance of coercion, for the pub- 
lie will resent such policies bitterly. We have 
enjoyed one Pucciniless season without suf- 
fering a loss of operatic appetite.

He 
withdrew “A Good Little Devil "’ last even- 
ing, and is soon to withdraw “ The Govern- 
or’s Lady.” H. H. Frasea, who recently 
launched what is said to bea euccessful light 
opera in “The Madcap Duchess,” has sold 
out his interest therein to the publishers of 
the music, as he had previously disposed 
of what are called the “road rights” of 
another Broadway hit, “ Ready Money.” The 
Shuberts produced an uncommon success in 
“ Romance,” and then, at the end of its New ~ 
York City run, disposed of it to another man- 
ager and one not at all affiliated with them. 
Winthrop Ames produced “Her Own Money” 
in New York, but found a purchaser when it 
became necessary to exploit it elsewhere.

It has been reported that not much less 
than $50,000 was lost on “‘ Miss Caprice,"’ one 
of the season's several saddening offerings 
in the Studebaker. Kiaw & Erlanger, whose 
obligations with respect to their theater own- 
ing and theater leasing clients have so often 
eperated to make them continue productions 
at a weekly loss, in order that theaters may 
not be injured through not having attrac- 
tions, recently explained that they were 
withdrawing “‘The Count of Luxembourg ”’ 
because they could not make a profit even 
when the receipts were as high as $10,000 
weekly. 

“The Purple Road,” recently withdrawn, 
represented a lost investment of, it is said, 
“ Joseph and His Breth- 


‘vectipte were more than $13,000—ané@ the 
week represented a loss of more than $2,000 
to the Liebler company, its projector. The 
Shuberts found it profitable to close “ Sam” 
Bernaré’s season in “ All for the Ladies ” 
because, although it was performed to be- 
tween $6,500 and $10,000 weekly after. being 
gent on tour, receipts of the kind meant a 
loss, owing to the large salary paid to the 
star. The weekly losses last season on ‘“‘ The 
Daughter of Heaven’’ were enormous, al- 
though the receipts were never contemptible, 
judged by the ordinary standards of the 
theater. A star now in New York Cityina 
populer success drew in one week $9,900. 
His manager was congratulated when he told 


of the figures. His reply was: 
“Congratulations! Why, his salary is 
$2,500 a week!” 


Managers do not object to paying these 
very high salaries to stars who really draw— 
that is, draw with comparative disregard of 
the eapecial play. But there are mighty few 
efthem! These few, when they realize their 
‘own drawing power, insist that their wage 
shall be a percentage of the gross receipts; 
im brief, that they shall be paid as the authors 
@re paid. One well known star—a man of

the scenery and properties, and the raliway 
fares of an organization of nét fewer than 
sixty-five persons! 

Another star—one named above—writes in 
his own chief scenes in the musical plays in 
which he appears. He actually does 80; asto 
that there is no dispute. He argues that it is 
his manager's duty to supply him with comic 
material, and that, if the manager's selection 
of an author be without resultsin such comic 
material he himself supply it, he is en- 
titled toA royalty. So for some years he has 
received $1,000 a week, 1 per cent of the grose 
receipts as royalty, and 25 per cent ef the 
profits, if any, at the end of the season. 

Another well known actor, not in musical 
comedy, drew on his opening night in this city 
some years ago just $226 to the box office. 
His salary was $500 weekly and'5 per cent ef 
the gross receipts in excess of $5,000. He was 
of a mind not to appear at the opening when, 
looking through the peep hole of the curtain, 
he found “in front” only the persons who 
had paid the $226, plus the eight critics of the 
daily newspapers. His manager, told of the

WoO galleries at the institute are now 

devoted to a loan collection of old 

masters and modern French paintings 

belong ng to Martin L. Ryerson. The 

latter are east of the Nickerson collec- 
tion in one of the rooms vacated by the 
antiquarians, and the former are in the room 
suuth of the Hutchinson gallery. Here some 
important additions have just been made, 
and the room, as now arranged, is most im- 
pressive, and of great value to the institute, 
because it contains fine examples of schools 
h'therto unrepresented. 

The seven panels by an unknown primitive 
French master of the fifteenth century were 
shown a few years ago in the exhibition of 
French primitives offered under government 
auspices at the Musée des Arts Décoratifs in 
the Louvre. They were painted for the 
monastery of Abbéville, and some French 
antiquarians have teen convinced by old 
documents that they were a gift to the monks 
from Philip the Good of Burgundy. How- 
ever, they show a strong Flemish influence. 

The subjects are an Ascension, an Epiph- 
any. 2 Last Supper, and various saints, all 
painted with extreme exactness, a strong 
gense of decorative pattern in gold and col- 
ora, and with the most bewitching nalveté of 
feeling. The perspective is, of course, in- 
exact, and some of the uplifted heads of 
worshipers are foréshortened according toa 
curious rule of the artist’s own invention. 
These pictures. which are in perfect condi- 
tion, are a wonderful revelation of the art 
feeling and technique of the region and 
period. They formed a series for an altar- 
piece, and four of them were originally 
painted on two heavy wooden panels for 
the folding arms. These have now been 
gawed apart. 

Another old French work is a small bust 
portrait of a lady by Cornéille de Lyon, some- 
what in the manner of Holbein and very’ 
beautiful. A strong ‘‘ Dead Christ” by 
Gérard David, richly somber in color, dates 
from about 1500. There is a fine little Ma- 
donna and child by ‘‘ the master of the Death 
ef the Virgin,”’ as he was called. 

The Flemish school of portraiture is repre- 
eented by a strong, somberly colored “* Pray- 
ing Man,” by Roger van der Weyden, a little 
masterpiece of its kind. The remarkable 
Madonna by Colyn de Coter has often been 
referred to as a superb example of fifteenth 
century Flemish art; and last week an equai- 
ly imposing new arrival was described, the 
Triptych by Sebastian Schell, painter of 
Innsbruck, a German painter somewhat in- 
fluenced by his proximity to Italy. 

Of Italy itself we have, from some unknown 
adorabie master the deliciously primitive 
bittle decorative panel which sets forth the 
adventures of Ulysses; a truly marvelous 


‘work whose wealth of detail, as in others of 


these pictures, repays hours of study. The 
four small Perugineas form a predella series 
which is completed by one in the Metropoli- 
tan Museum. They are perfect and charac- 
terestio examples; nothing could be more 
Peruginesque, or more in the grand manner 
of the great age, than the little figure of the 
woman of Samana, or one or two of Christ, 

The Ghislandajo portrait of a man was 
listed as a Raphael by its former owner, but 
both Dr. Bode and Bernhard Berenson, who 
rarely agree, have accredited it to the later 
master as one of his strongest portraits. 
Still later is the large altar piece by Tiepolo, 
an admirable example of seventeenth cen- 
tury Italian art. 

Vrom Spein we have the familiar group of 
Goyas—the beautiful portrait of a man—and 
the bandit series. 


The modern French pictures will be studied 
next week.

The writer has heard and received many 
opinions of Lorado Taft’s project for the 
Midway, “The Fountain of Time.” The 
most enthusiastic is that of a prominent 
architect who thinks it a “‘ great work,’’ em- 
bodying in a big way a new sculptural idea 
He asks people to remember that, if erected, 
it will not be silhouetted against the sky, but 
will stand near the ground and the water, 
against a background of some kind—arch- 
itectural, I think he said. 

Three well known Chicago artists, chanc- 
ing to meet in the Art Institute last Thurs- 
day, expressed various opinions. 

“We Americans need more faith,” said 
one. “How can we ever have great art 
unless we give our artists a chance? How 
could Velasquez have painted masterpieces 
unless Philip IV had trusted him—or the 
Fiorentines without the Medicis? We can 
never tell what Lorado Taft can do unless we 
trust him far enough to let him try.” 
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“That's what we've done,” said aonther. 
** Here's the first trial proof."’ 


* But you can’t really tell, from this small 
model, what the finished work would be,’’ 
number one argued. 


** Nonsense,” exclaimed the third. ‘“ Don’t 
obscure theissue. You can tell perfectly well 
from this small model that the work utterly 
lacks virility of form—all virility. It doesn’t 
stand increase of sizes. It was better in the 
first tiny sketch than it is now, and it is 
better now than it will be in heroic size,”’ 


**On the contrary, he has improved it,’’ re- 
torted the first speaker. “ This model is 
better than the photograph in various de- 
tails. It has very interesting qualities." 


Just then another artist joined us, like the 
rest a cosmopolite of wide experience and 
high repute. “‘ What do you think?” he was 
asked. 


“I don’t think it would have any sculp- 
turesque silhouette from a distance,”’ he 
answered; “it wouldn't carry.”’ 


The discussion. bécame more general— 
should this Ferguson fund income be re- 
served for large projects or spent upon 
smaller ones all over town? One side sup- 
ported the apparent desire of the trustees not 
to “ fritter it' away "’ upon little things, but 
to try for something grandly monumenta)- 
The other -side argued that we should feel 
our way, that great monuments should be 
led up to by minor successes, that the whole 
city, especially its poorer districts, should 
have a share in this bequest, that it affords 
a long desired opportunity to do many little 
necessary things for the beauty and com- 
pleteness of the city, and finally that the 
risk of failure in small projects is less ter- 
rifying than in large and costly ones. 


In support of the suggestion that a full 
sized model should be tried in place before 
the final decision is made, the following let- 
ter has been received from George D..Sey- 
mour of the Connecticut state commission 
on sculpture: 

“About six months ago the commission 
voted: ‘ That all future contracts for works 
of sculpture shall provide that a fullsized 
model in place be furnished for examjnation 
and approval by the commission.’ 


“This method entails some extra expense 
and considerable extra trouble, but I am sat- 
‘{sfied that in the long run it is by far the 
safest course to follow, and that many pieces 
of sculpture would not be erected if full 
sized models of them could be exposed in 
situ. As to expense, my argument is that 
as most public sculpture is inferior, we can 
well afford to have less and better, and that 
we should not hesitate at expense when it is

tudio in the world, hear the story of, the 
Nester given in the flowing oratory from 
the pulpit of a magnificent edifice on Christ- 
mas morn, and then compare the story as 
‘given by our humble artist friend. I believe 
our decision will be mutual iil 


a question of improving the quality of the 
work. We moderns do not seem to have as 
accurate a sense of scale asthe ancients, and 
works of sculpture modeled in studios are 
never created under conditions of light cor- 
responcing to those in which they are seen 
when placed out of doors. It may not be 
possible to enforce the above rule so far as 
to insist on complete models, but rough 
models giving the scale, or partial models 
giving the scale, could certainly be put up 
and exposed to view before acceptance. I 
am aware that sculptors will in many cases 
insist that our rule works a hardship, but I 
feel confident that the most serious of them 
will ultimately be glad to comply with it. 

“Many artists of the modern world seem 
to view themselves as specially endowed 
creatures rather than as craftsmen. The 
latter view was the one entertained in classic 
times, and we should benefit by returning 
to it. 

“ Nothing defaces a city more than bad or 
inappropriate sculpture. Nothing causés 


more derision, and yet nothing is more qifhe4 
cult to get rid of. Think of the problems be- | 


fore Boston and Washington! The best of 
our architects are now frequently erecting in 
staff sections of proposed buildings so as to 
try out their scales, and architects and 
others in charge of sculpture are more and 
more trying out full sized models in situ. 
You will remember that full scale models by 
Paul Wayland Bartlett have been tried 
above the entrance of the New York public 
library. When I was in Chicago not long 
ago I was told some diverting stories about 
a work of public sculpture which was erect- 
ed and then laughed out of existence, and I 
felt very much encouraged. Our parks and 
thoroughfares belong to the entire people 
and should not be careiessly handed over by 
municipal authorities as sites for public 
sculpture. The ‘log rolling’ that goes on in 
these matters makes it important that the 
people at large should be protected as far 
as possible. One way of securing such pro- 
tection is by requiring the placing of full 


sized models in situ before the contract for 


the permanent work is given. The verdict of 
the general public, I think, may generally 
be relied upon to be good.

The following letters have also been re- 
ceived: 


‘* Many persons with whom I have talked 
feel that the plan to tie up the Ferguson 
fund for ten years by applying it to the work 
of one Chicago artist isin itself emphatically 
wrong, unjust to the city, and to the art in- 


terests of the oountry at large. It is pro- 


vincialism in art; Chicago should have a 
broader view, otherwise she condemns her- 


self to a most unhealthy art atmosphere. 
That there should be such a suggestion from 


the trustees of the fund is amazing; it illus- 
trates one of the infirmities to which groups 
of really fine and public spirited men are 


subject—namely: complacency. 

‘Mr. Taft himself should be the first to 
resist an attempt to put this planthrough. It 
is his crucial opportunity. His magnanimity 
or lack of it is more important to himself 
than his fame as an artist. 

“ Moreover, it is beyond question better to 
spend the Fergusom fund in placing strong 
and beautiful sculpture in various parts of 
the city. Does not the west side and the 
northwest side, do not South Chicago and 
Blue Island need inspiration from such 
sources? Do we forget these crowded and 


humbler places upon which the burden of 


the city rests? Shall no aspect of nobility 
in life, of dignity, grace, and joyfullness be 
held up to these people in a place where 
every passerby may be influenced on his 
way to and from the stupefying day’s work? 
Is not this the highest mission of sculpture 
as applied to city needs? 

‘* Ag to the particular work proposed in this 
case, it is not necessary to speak. Its merit 
is as nothing compared with the arguments 
which may be successfully urged against 
its expense and its exclusiveness.

“The portion of the fountain at the instt- 
tute held me, thrilled me, and provoked 
thoughts and emotions which I hopeI shal!

The impression and pose of each face and 
figure, and each group of figures, in this 
majestic mase of swirling waves—typified to 
me either engulfing or sheltering undula- 
tions of time.

The ar- 
tistic massive swirls will protect the fountain 
from the ‘horrors of enlargement’: it will 
have in its larger size a true sculpturesque 
form—the magnificent expressive coun- 
tenances and the wonderful parts of figures 
shown will save it from the painter's vision 
of ‘ heads emerging from masses of stone.’ 
The rest of the fountain, reduced in the pho- 
tograph, appearéd a noble bearing out of the 
spiritual motif in the section shown.

for want of guide posts; it will not have the 
highest stimulus to competitive creation;

It is perfectly right, even imperative, that 
local genius should receive its due meed of 
appreciation. But when you consider that 
Chicago is without a single example of the 
greatest modern sculptor, Rodin, you will 
see what I mean by the lack of a world 
standard, and you will be moved to wonder, 
as I am, Why there has been this lapse of 
time in procuring, or commissioning, a work 
by this master. Moreover, there are many 
sculptors, American or Buropean, of skill 
equal, if not superior, to that of Mr. Taft.

The conception in the first instance is not 
sculptural; it has not the appeal of sculp- 
tural form, shadow, plane, contour.

rhythm, the movement of the figures con- 
fiicting and monotonous, and the separation 
from these of the cloaked and isolated figure 
of Time is badly arranged so far as grouping 
and massing are concerned. The whole 
thing is low and without the relief of climb- 
ing volume, always necessary,’ it seems to 
me, in a work of large scale, to be seen 
from a distance. The conception again is 
not sculptural—has no meaning apart from 
the trifling couplet which, with such an ex- 
penditure of effort, it aims to illustrate.

AS it the publication of his poems in 
the Chicago magazine, Poetry, that 
brought public attention to Rabin- 
dra Nath Tagore—and the Nobel 
prize of $42,000? Were American 

folk of letters the first to recognize the worth 
of the great Hindu poet's “ Gitangali ’"— 
‘** Song Offerings "’? 

Regarciess of how the University of Stock- 
holm came to award .the greatest literary 
honor of the year to the oriental poet, who, 
be she way. js the first oriental to be so hon- 
ae the fact remains that the first publica- 
tion in which Mr. Tagore’s poems were print- 
ed was Poetry, an obscure (because then 
new) literary magazine edited by Miss Har- 
riet Monroe of Chicago 

Few persons knew who Mr. Tagore might 
be at the time they appeared. Certainly it 
was months before the great Swedish untver- 


sity considered him as a possible candidate 
for honors. The name suggested the orient 
and the songs themselves, couched in the 
mysticism and symbolic phraseology of the 
east, fairly breathed of Buddhaand the great 
universe of love and harmony, butaside from 
the name theauthor was unknown.

The inherent modesty of this poet, loved 

and revered by the multitude in India be- 
cause of his kindly nature, and eppecially 
because he is the one man in the land of 
Buddha whose songs get close to the soul— 
the dislike of this man to be féted and lion- 
ized, cost American folk of letters a chance 
to meet and commune with him. 
- Only a few in this country know of what 
they missed, for only a very few knew that 
he had been here on a visit, and those few 
had no idea they were entertaining the next 
winner of the Nobel prize. 

Mr. Tagore, on his recent trip around the 
world, stopped off at the little college town 
of Urbana, Ill., to visit his son, who was 
taking a special course in scientific agricul- 


| ture at the University of Illinois. 


It was while he was making that visit that 
his verses appeared in Poetry, and the 
son wrote to Miss Monroe asking for a few 
copies of the magazine. Incidentally, he 
mentioned the fact that his father, the au- 
thor, was at that time visiting him. 

Mise Monroe immediately wrote extending 
an invitation to come to Chicago. Mr. Ta- 
gore hesifated about accepting, as he did not 
wish to be accounted a celebrity. He was 
prevailed upon, and consented to make a 
brief visit. He was entertained by Miss 
Monroe and Mrs. William Vaughan Moody. 

Later Mr. Tagore returned to Chicago and 


visited at the home of Mrs. Movudy. With 
him were his son and the latter's young wife 
—a most charming little Hindu lady.

It was during the second visit that Mr. 
Tagore was induced to sit for his portrait to 
William P. Henderson, a Chicago artist and 
famous portrait painter. Mr. Henderson's 
work is now hanging in the American sec- 
tion of the Chicago Art institute's exhibition, 
acmired by many because of the striking, 
impelling personality of the subject as well 
as the work itself. Only a few recoguize in 
the ‘“‘dark faced Hindu with a scant 
beard,” the man most highly honored of all 
his fellows this year.

Much of the Tagore “ Gitangali,"’ which, 
translated, means, “ Song Offerings,” is sym- 
bolic, so easy of understanding to the orfental 
whose language it is, but so hard of compre- 
sion to the western folks. 

Perhaps one of the simplest of his writ- 
ings is a narrative poem which will appear 
in the coming issue of “ Poetry,” and which is

NY motorist who is mofe or less handy 
with tools and who has time to de- 
vote to such work, may easily do 
a pretty good job of overhauling his 
own car, particularily if he can de- 

vote evenings to the work and has a barn 
or small garage that can be heated. 

Overhauling the motor does not imply re- 
building, but it is an essential piece of work 
in order that all the various parts may be 
thoroughly cleaned and inspected before the 
car is put inte service in the spring. As 
@ matter of fact, it does not pay the owner 
to attempt this work unless he is a pretty 
good mechanfe, because there are concerné 
which have splendidly equipped shops and 
which make a business of winter overhauling 
@t comparatively small prices, in addition 
to providing monthly looking over the car 
and constant maintenance at a reasonabie 
charge. 

Such places, however, are not numerous, 
and are not to be found in outlying dis- 
tricts. In the country,. for Instance, most 
cars are kept either in the barn or in some 


form of private garage, ané are infreqent- 


ly used because of the bad road conditions, 
which eet in about the first of the year and 
eontinue in this state until after the spring 
thaw. This gives ample time for the owner 
to do his own work without the loss of time, 
and he will have the satisfaction of knowing 
every nut and bolt in the car, will have be- 
come proficient as an operator and mechanic, 
and in case of difficulty on the road will be 
better able to remedy trouble than he would 
if he depended upon others to do his work. 
oe 

The car should first be placed on blocks 
ef wood set under the axles, so that all the 
moving parts may be operated if necessity 
demands it. The body should be removed 
to permit work on the chassis, and if the 
fenders and running boards are algo taken 


_ off it will make the work less difficult, owing 


to the fact that the mechanic may reach‘all 
parts without bending over. 

Aftet the body, cash, fenders, and: running 
boards have been removed, the wheels should 
be taken off and then the car is ready for 
other work. This should be done in a syste- 
matic manner, and with one part attacked at 
a time. Starting in it is advisable to re- 
move all the ignition parts, then the water 
connections, and finally the radiator. When 
these parts have been taken off the chassis 
will be in skeleton form and every part will 
be accessible. 

In removing water connections, this in- 
cludes the manifold, which carries the water 
from the pump to the bottom of the cylin- 


ders, and that which takes the water from 
the top of the cylinder to the radiator. In 
Going this the gaskets will probably be 
destroyed, and new ones should be on hand | 
to replace them when the car is assembled. 
It is a small matter to disconnect the ex- 
haust and intake manifolds and remove the 
carburetor and its connections and then to 
take off the cylinders by means of unscrew- 
ing the four nuts which hold the bage to the 
upper part of the crank case. The lower 
part of the crank case can then be removed 
and the piston and connecting rods taken out 
in turn, except for the removal of the con- 
necting rod cap, which holds the rod to the 
erank shaft. 

Care must be taken to see that the connect- 
ing rods and pistons are not mixed up and 
that they are marked so they may go back 
into the exact position whence they came. 
it must be remembered that no two cylinders 
are exactly alike and when piston and rings 
have worn themselves to the shape of one 
cylinder they will not fit another as readily, 
and loses of power might result.

It may not be necessary to remove the crank 


_ @haft nor should it be taken out Uniess there 


ig excessive wear in some of the bearing». 
This must be escerteined by feeling the crank 
ehaft and working it sideways to ascertain 
if there is wear. The forward end will bethe 
most easily moved, inasmuch as this is light, 
but the back end, which carries the fly wheel, 
will mot show signs of wear so readily be- 
enuse of the fact that the fy wheel weight 
will hold the crank shaft down. 

A strap may be placed around the fly wheel 
end if the mechanic will stand om the frame 
of the car with the ends of the strap in the 
two hands, he will be able to lift the iy whee 
ané the crank sheft end and determine 
whether there is wear or not. With a slight 
@mount of wear in the crank shaft bearings 
@ thin shim or two may be removed to per- 
mit the bearings to come closer together and 
thus take up the slack, Dut If they are in bad 
eondition an expert mechenic shouldbe hired 
to scrape them into a close fit, as otherwise 

one may be tighter than the other and thus 
cause more or jess damage.

The chief work about averhauling a car at 
this time, unless it is in excessively bad 
shepe and really needs rebuilding, is to ge 
through a process of cleaning each and every 
part, being thorough in ean inspection for 
abrasions or cracks and to be replaced in case 
these are found. The carbon showid be 
goraped out of the cylinder head, the vaives 
ghould be thoroughly cleaned and ground to 
@ nice fit, and the connecting rod bearings 
@hould be taken up by the removal of shims 
wmtil they are quite tight ) 

When the engine is put together the me- 
e@hanic will dasily be able to determine the 
work thet is necessary in taking up any 
@ack. There should be little freedom of parts 
when assembling, because it is astonishing 
ow goon they will loosen after being put 
*éimto eervicen. When the engine has been 
@horougtiy dismantled and every part 
gleaned, it can be immediately put together 
and adjustment of each part should be made 
as this work proceeds. 

It is advisable to clean off all greabe and 
rust, and where nuts and boite have been 
Durred by the use of wrenches these burrs 
should be filed off so as to make them smooth. 
Every nut and bolt should be thoroughly 
@iled before putting together, not onl} for 


the puspose of making assembling easy but 
for the purpose of keeping out rust. This is 
also true of all other parts of the motor, par- 


will heat se quickly when the engine is start- 
ed as to expand and cut before oil can reach 
them. This is an important thing te remem- 
Der. :

 @ughiy eut. This is the best method of clean- 


ing that is known. It is not necessary to re- 
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signe of wear, which is not Nkely, It is «a 
difficult task te remove and replace rings 
unless the operator is used to this work, and 
in all probability four or five will be broken 
in the bargain. Ifa ring does not show signs 
of springiness, in other words, having lost 
its life, it should be replaced by a new one, 
because it is essential that the Mfe should 
be in a ring in order te permit it to expand 
against the cylinder wall. 

In replacing the cylinders it will require 
the work of two people—one to handle the 
cylinder and the other to guide the ring into 
place. Again the precaution of olling should 
be mentioned. The complete piston and the 
cylinder wall ag well should rece.ve a thor- 
ough dose of clean oil so as to thoroughly lu- 
bricate when put together. After the entire 
car is completed and the engine has been run 
for some little time, and after it has become 
heated, all nuts and bolts should again be 
tightened, because they will be capable of 
setting down probably a quarter to a half 
turn. . 

In adjusting crankshaft beartngs extreme 

care must be taken that neither too much nor 
too little is removed in the form of shims, 
because otherwise a slight change tn the po- 
sition of a shaft will change the relati've loca- 
tion of the timing gears to either produce too 
much play or make them too tight and thus 
cause a clatter or grinding and consequently 
excessive wear. 
There is little likelihood that a clutch will 
need any more attention than a thorough 
cleaning. Much, however, will depend upon 
the type of clutch. A cone clutch need 
not be removed from the fly wheel. It may 
be placed out of engagement, thoroughly 
washed with kerosene oil to cut the grease 
and dirt, then all cleaned with gasoline. It 
should still be held out of engagement yntil 
it is thoroughly dried out and the fiber of 
the leather has been permitted to rise. When 
it is thoroughly dry a liberal dose of neats- 
foot oll should be given, and this should be 
repeated a couple of times before the clutch 
is permitted to be engaged in order that it 
may thoroughly saturate the leather and 
make it pliable, 

With a disk clutch a similar treatment is 


Siven; that is, kerosene should be used to 


cut the thick ofl and grease, and this in turn 
should be cleaned out with gasoline. After 
it has thoroughly drained and an inspection 
has been made of all parts another sppply of 
oil should be placed in the clutch. 
ig 

There are so many different kinds and 
forms of transmissions that it is almost im- 
possible to undertake to give any great 
amount of advicé on overhauling this part of 
the car. Any type should have a careful 
cleaning and a thorough inspection. In a 
type of transmission which is illustrated on 
this page the top half of the case may be 
easily removed and a thorough inspection 
made without difficulty. .It will be noticed 
that in figure 1 the counter shaft and the 
main shaft are mounted on annular ball bear- 
ings, shown at A. These bearings may show 
wear and may require regrinding or re- 
placing. A slight wear will be easily recog- 
nized and should be cared for because the 
adjustment between the gears on the main 
shaft and counter shaft is extremely close

in order that the gears may mesh properly, 
and unless the bearings are particularly 
true and tight it will permit either one or the 
other shaft to be out of alignment. 

The operator may continue working along 
back through to the back of the car, clean- 
ing each and every part, removing pins and 
replacing them if they show wear, cleaning 
off all rust and oiling thoroughly, making a 
thorough, inspection for the absence of cot- 
terpina, and finally getting back to the back 
axles. In the meantime he has found many 
rust spots and naturally scraped these off 
with emery paper. 
probably has taken the precaution to paint 
all parts with a coat of gray lead in order to 
protect them from the weather and protect 
from further rusting. 

The top of the differential case should be 
removed, all the old grease should be run 
out and every part thoroughly cleaned until 
a careful inspection of the pinion and differ- 
ential gears can be made. 

It may not be necessary to remove any of 
these parts, although as a matter of fact 
if the car has been used any great length 
of time they should come down, because it 
will probably be found that the bearings 
which carry the shafts and the differential 
may need regrinding if they are annular 
bearings, or the thrust bearings may need 
attention. It is simply a case of thorough 
cleaning and careful inspection for wear and 
if there is wear these parts should be re- 
placed. It does not mean that annular bear- 
ings should be replaced by new ones, inas- 
much as old ones may be reground at a 
low expense and are just as good as new.

There is little liklihood of the gears show- 
ing wear, but they may in a few cases have 
little chips knocked off and the edges should 
be smoothed either by a stone or an emery 
wheel. It will also be found that the nuts 
holding the differential casings together are 
apt to become loose to some extent and this 
will permit extreme play in the gears. There 
is danger of something anepping or if the 
clutch is engaged quickly, and it is because 
of this that the adjustments in all parts of 
the back axle should be extremely close. As

a matter of fact they can hardly be made 
too close, because they will work themselves 
free in a short distance. 

One of the most important things to be 
taken into consideration in the imepectiop 
and adjustment of the car are the Srakes, 
and too much attention cannot be given. If 
the brakés show considerable wear they 
should be replaced by new pieces of material 
which can be easily riveted to the brake 
shoe. There is nothing more essential in the 
operation of a car than to have serviceable 
and easily operating brakes. Upon the brake 
may depend the lives of four or five people 
at any time, to say nothing of the value of the 
ear and the lives of pedestrians. Braker 
should be treated in a manner similar to that 
noted for the care of the clutch; that is; 
thoroughly cleaned with kerosene oil and 
gasoline and given a good dose of neatafoot 
ol. 

The first impression will be that this is 
wrong, inasmuch as it will be assumed that 
the of] will permit the brakes to slip, but this 
is not a0, Asa matter of fact the oil makes 
the beather pliable, raises the fiber, and'gives 
it a gripping power it could not have if per- 
mitted to become hard and glossy. All wear 
should be removed where possible in brake 
connectiona, such as replacing pina, eta. 
Every bearing and every pin in the brake 
system, te the brakes themselves, should be 
thoroughly cleaned and inspected and, above 
all, well lubricated. A tight brake has been 
known to be responsible for the snapping of 
a driving shaft simply because it had be 
come rusted, permitting the brake to wedge 
against the drum, locking the wheel, so 
that when the car started something hed to 
yielM and the driving shaft was the weakest 
spot. 


— 

If a car has been run for two or three 
years there is some danger of steering 
knuckles and spindles being crystallized, 
with the result that any minute they may 
snap, let the front end down, and possibly 
ditch the car and kill some of the occupants. 
These parts should be either replaced with 
new ones, which is the better way, or re- 
moved end put through the process of an- 
nealing and heat treating in order to bring 
back the life that has gone out of the steel. 
This is not a difficult or expensive proposi- 
tion and any spring maker can perform the 
operation at a small expense. 

The steering gear is quite as essential, and, 
in fact, more so, than the brakes, and it 
should receive the most careful inspection. 
There are so many types of steering gears 
that it is impossible to give a rule for their 
adjustment, but most of them are provided 
with some form of taking up slack and this 
should be taken up if possible. Careful in- 
spection should be made of the drag link, 
which connects the steering arm, and the tie 
rod pins should be replaced. If there’ is 
enough metal left the holes in the tie rod 
yokes should be reamed out true and new 
pins inserted. It must be remembered that 
a hundredth of an inch of play at this point 
will move a steering wheel considerably, and 
where there dre eight or ten similar points 
of wear it can easily be seen that a steering

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movement before it “takes hold.” This is 
a serious proposition and it may be the 
means of making a car uncontrollable be- 
cause of the fact that the operator cannot 
control the steering if there is such an 
arf{vunt of play.

“Will you please illustrate the sliding 
gears of the transmission used in a modern 
automobile? Joun Prucuulx, Chicago.” 

In figure 1 is shown an ordinary sliding 
gear transmission, such as is used where 


a subframe is employed and which has an . 


upper and lower half. This will give you 
a good idea of the general appearance. The 
lettera A represent the bearings which carry 
the main shaft and the counter shaft. The 
reverse gear in this transmission is shown 
in the upper half of the case. In the other 
figures the left side represents the end which 
connects the clutch and the right side, the 
universal which connects the driving pro- 
péller. In figure 2, the power is transmitted 
through the gear A and B, the counter 
shaft C, the gears D and E, and to the uni- 
versal F. It must be explained that the 
gear B slides on the main shaft and the 
latter is not a part of the universal F, but is 
eplit. In figure 8, which shows reverse 
gpeed position, the power is transmitted 
through A and B through the counter shaft

one of the best in Europe, there are 74,267 
miles of highway, 20,000 less miles than 
are in the state of Illinois, although the 
country is approximately twice the area 
of the state. No estimates of the original 
cost of the Austrian system reliable enough 
to be worth repeating ever have been made. 
In 1910, however, the government expended 
$5,568,290 to maintain 10,008 miles of what is 
called there government highways, inclusive 
of donations made toward the construction 
and reconstruction of certain nongovern- 
mental roads. 
There are four classes of roads in Austria. 


| N Austria's road system, reputed te be 


‘The first class are the government roads— 


those which are used for military purposes, 
eto. Second, there are the provincial roads 
which connect districts of large area. The 
province may be likened to the state in this 
country. Third, are the district roads which 
connect towns or are tributaries of other 
roads or lead to railways The district cor- 
responds to our county. Fourth or town 
class are the roads which are not included 
in the other classes. 

The difference in classification comes from 
the difference in administration. The prov- 
ince, district, and town looks after its own 
roads. The current cost of ordinary main- 
tenance is obtainable only from the govern- 
ment roads. This includes the construction 
of bridges, erection of guardhouses, tool 
magazines, and purchases of machinery. 
Materials used for bridges and culverts are 
wood, iron, and reinforced concrete of the 
types found everywhere in the United States. 
Roads are surfaced with macadam and tel- 
ford. Tar is used es a binder almost exclus- 
ively. It is claimed that the tar, besides 
keeping dust down, increases the life of Aus- 
trian roads from two to three years, al- 
though government engineers agree that the 
durability of the aggregate has more to do 
with the life of the roads than does the 
binder used. The average width of the 
roads is from twelve to sixteen feet, with 
walks two feet wide on either side. A ma- 
jority of the roads built in the past four years 
are eighteen and often twenty feet wide, 
however. 

The cost of construction and reconstruction 
of government roads are defrayed out of the 
current government revenues. No special 
taxes for roads are levied. In case any 
particular community is particularily bene- 
ted, however, the government withholds the 
right to apportion the expense equally. 

Supervision of roads is in the hands of grad- 
uates of government schools, known as dis- 
trict engineers. Each has charge of only 
seventy-five miles of road. Under them are 
roadmasters who have charge of twenty- 
four miles of highway. These men super- 
vise the road crew which has to perform all 
the work required to keep in order about 
three miles of road. There are in all about 
4,000 men employed on government roads. 
Salaries are low. Engineers receive from 
$400 to $600 per annum, roadmasters from 
$150 to $300 per year, and keepers from $15 to 
$16 a month. All workers are allowed a 
pittance for expense money. 

The government keeps a severe check on 
all its men connected with road work. They 
are required to make frequent reports show-

One of these new designs is. virtually a 
drawing room on wheels The furnishing 
and upholstering of these cars is specially 
designed to represent a drawing room, In- 
stead of ordinary seats, revolving chairs 
are distributed over the spacious floor of 
the interior with that absence of stiffness 
which is characteristic of a salon. All sorts 
of toilet requisites are attached to the walls, 
which are often draped with brilliant chintz, 


although the hangings consist of rare tapes-- 


tries. In these cars, some of which seat six 
comfortably, one compartment includes cost- 
ly miniatures set in jeweled frames, gold 
flower vases, and exquisite mirrors.

Lessons in Truck Farming.

our neighbors has worked up a high priced - 
trade by making a specialty of strawberries 


and ‘ guaranteed melons’ it seems to me that 
I also ought to be able to find some particu- 
lar vegetable or fruit that I could raise bet- 
ter than my rivals. 

“ As to advising other men to go into the 
truck raising business, I hardly know what 
to say—so much depends on the man. A> 
man must work hard, work with muscles 
that are seldom used in town—oftentimes 
stooping in a tiresome position. A man also 
must know his business. He might read up 
on truck farming in books and go out and 
raise fine vegetables; he might strike oil on 
his farm, and in both cases it would be pure 
luck. But if a man goes to work trying te 
learn truck farming as he would learn any 
other business or trade, and if he works hard 
and refuses to become discouraged, it seems 
to me that any determined young man ought 
to make a good living—even if he never gets 
rich—on a truck farm,”

ing. It may seem trifling to you— 

the story of one’s life probably 

always seems more tragic, more 
comic, or more interesting to the principal 
figure in it than it does to any one else. Al-

AURY’S draws twice the trade in 
pickling spice and preserving acces- 
sories that comes to any other store 
in the same town. Yet, in point of 
stock, Maury’s is little ahead of any 

of its competitors. In fixtures and general at- 
tractiveness it is decidedly inferior to must 
of them. 

The difference consists solely of the hu- 
man factor, and the human factor is exempli- 
fied not by the rather slow going proprietor, 
but by a fat, pudgy little clerk named John- 
son. ‘ 

A woman enters Maury’s at any time with- 
in a month of the pickling and preserving 
season. Johnson approaches her with an 
awkward, side wheel motion that makes her 
grin. He takes her order for soda biscuits 
and tea, sells her an extra item of bacon or 
muskmelon. Then he says: 

“Jy want you to be sure and call around 
before you do any pickling or preserving this 
year. I've a prime lot of recipes that I’m 
sure you'd like to look over, Mrs. Johnson 
tried ‘em, every one. Now, remember.” 

He says it so impressively that, as a rule, 
the minute she commences to think of actual 
preserving or pickling she thinks of pudgy, 
side wheel Johnson. 

When peaches commence to grade down 


from a luxury to a commercial possibility. 


for the average customer, Johnson limbers 
up a new battery of conversational artillery: 
_™ Buy your peaches early,” he says. “ Don't 
take chances. The price may go low, and it 
may not. Mrs. Johnson buys as soon as 
peaches get cheap enough; and, then, if the 
price drops lower she buys a lot more. So 
she gets sure and certain peaches—and, if 
they’re cheap, she gets cheap peaches. I'll 
sa Mame WERT: SCOT NE 
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try a little peach marmalade this year. I’ve 
three or four first clasas recipes. Mrs. John- 
son tried every one of them last year, so I 
can positively recommend them.”’ 

So he travels through the entire season, 
from end to end. Not guilefully—he is in too 
deadly earnest. He’s been with that store for 
eight years, anyway, starting as an awkward 
and poorly upholstered youth swabbing 
down the windows. The minute the boss put 
him behind the counter Johnson commenced 
to make pickles and preserves his specialty 
—not from deep laid design, but because he 


took a heartfelt, enthusiastic interest in 
pickles and preserves. He clips bushels of 
recipes of all kinds. He made his mother’s 
kitchen and later his wife's kitchen a ver- 
itable laboratory for ‘the testing on @ small 
scale of all kinds of recipes. He says Mrs. 
Johnson does it, but that’s mere bashfulness 
—Johnson does 90 per cent of it himself, ana 
submits the results to Mrs. Johnson for final 
judgment. 
It’s a hobby, a specialty, not expensive, and, 
in the long run, profitable. People regard 
Johnson as an authority in his peculiar line, 
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HE merchant with the true business in- 
stinct never overlooks the work of his 
competitor. His ideas and years may 
not jibe in all respects, and yet he is 
in the business, he is competing with 

you, and what is more to the point, he isa 
strong competitor, unless he is neglecting his 
business. 

In any line of merchandising a merchant 
cannot afford to overlook a good bet. If your 
competitor is doing a business that warrants 
respect, and that is swelling his bank ac- 

count, it’s a certainty that he needs watch- 
ing. He's alive and up and doing, or he 
wouldn't be enjoying good trade, So it pays 
to look into his processes, In 80 far as you 
may do so without openly prying into his 
affairs. 

It may be that In some things he is work- 
ing schemes that are in their infancy and on 
which he is risking his money. When you 
are aware of such conditions, sit back 
quietly and see how he comes out. Read his

advertising as closely as you would read 
your own, for therein may lie the secret of 
his big trade. He may be a better “ copy ” 
writer than you are and his ads may be far 
more attractive. His window displays may 
be up to date in all particulars, and may be 
such dispiays as compel shoppers to walk 
into his store and inspect his goods. 


You don't necessarily have to copy his 


ideas. However, you ought to get a line 
on them, think t over, and see wherein 
you can work them froma different, and per- 
haps more profitable angle. Find out how 
be arranges his stock, and If you think your 
own stock isn’t arranged as it should be, 
consult your wholesaler, who has men who 
always are pleased to give you pointers. 
Don’t let your competitor put over the 
big stunts while you're waiting for business, 
Study his undertakings when he first 
launches them, and if they appeal to you 
as business getters, elaborate on them and gu 
out and get the business be is trying to —

This grievance on the part of real estate 
brokers aga.nst some of the banks and trust 
companies ig not a new development, as the 
matter was brought to the attention of the 
Chicago board several years ago, and a com- 
mittee investigated and reported that some 
of the banks were doing a considerable brok- 
erage business. The banks promised, how- 
¢ver—so the committee reported—to give this 
up, and the matter was dropped by, the board, 


Practice Has Been Resumed. 

Tt is deciared, nevertheless, that the prac- 
tloe has been resumed on a wider scale during 
the last year or two, and has been carried toa 
point which has resulted in many compiaints 
being made to the board by its members. It 
is charged the banka and trust companies 
instead of confining their activities to their 
duties as trustees in estates, bave estab-
